RULES  AND  ORDER  OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  COUNCIL 


1.  Regular  meetings  of  the  council  shall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third 
Tuesdays  of  each  month  except  July  and  August  when  the  regular  meeting 
shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday.  Whenever  the  regular  meeting  falls  on 
a holiday,  the  council  shall  meet  on  the  following  day.  The  hour  of  meet- 
ing shall  be  7:30  P.M. 

2.  The  president  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  council.  He  may  call  any  member  to  the  chair,  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  continue  longer  than  one  meeting.  He  may  express  his  opinion  on 
any  subject  under  debate,  but  in  such  cases  he  shall  leave  the  chair,  appoint 
some  other  member  to  preside,  and  shall  not  resume  the  chair,  while  the 
question  is  pending,  provided  the  same  is  taken  before  the  adjournment. 

3.  The  president  shall  decide  all  procedure  and  points  of  order  not  especially 
covered  in  these  rules  in  accordance  with  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

4.  The  order  of  business  in  the  council  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Approval  of  the  journal  of  the  previous  meeting,  and  reading 
if  requested. 

2.  Hearings 

3.  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

4.  Communications  and  reports  from  other  city  officers. 

5.  Presentations  of  petitions,  memorials  and  remonstrances. 

6.  Reports  of  committees. 

7.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meeting. 

8.  Presentation  of  new  business  by  motion,  order  or  resolution. 

5.  No  motion  shall  be  received  when  a question  is  under  debate  except: 

1.  To  adjourn 

2.  To  take  a recess 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table 

4.  The  previous  question  ^ 

5.  To  postpone  to  a certain  day 

6.  To  commit 

7.  To  amend 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely 

Which  several  questions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  above  order. 

6.  After  a motion  is  read  by  a member  and  seconded  and  accepted  by  the 
president,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  in  possession  of  the  council,  unless  some 
member  shall  request  that  it  be  read  again,  and  it  shall  be  disposed  of  by  a 
vote,  but  the  mover  may,  by  unanimous  consent,  withdraw  it  at  any  time  before 
a decision  or  amendment.  The  president  shall  allow  no  remarks  on  any  subject 
until  it  is  properly  in  possession  of  the  council.

7.  During  discussion,  no  member,  except  the  chairman  of  a reporting 
committee,  or  a member  to  ask  him  a question,  shall  speak  to  the  same 
question  more  than  twice  until  all  other  members  choosing  to  speak  have 
spoken;  and  the  council  by  a majority  vote,  may  at  any  time,  limit  the 
length  of  the  time  that  ary  member  m.ay  discuss  the  subject  in  possession 
of  the  council. 

8.  A member  in  debate  shall  address  another  member  by  his  proper 
name  or  some  other  intelligible  and  respectful  designation, 

9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking  but  by  a call  to 
order.  When  a member  is  called  to  order  he  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  and  the  council,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  in  the  case  without 
debate;  and  if  the  decision  is  against  the  member,  he  shall  not  be  per- 
mitted to  speak. 

10.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question  or  serve  on 
any  committee,  where  his  private  interest  is  immediately  concerned, 
distinctly  from  that  of  the  public;  and  every  member  except  the  president, 
who  shall  be  in  the  council  when  a question  is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  the 
council  for  special  reasons  excuses  him. 

11.  All  petitions,  resolutions,  orders,  ordinances,  miemorials,  and  re- 
ports shall  be  offered  in  writing. 

12.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall  rise  and  respectfully  address 
the  chair,  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid 
personalities. 

13.  All  appointments  of  the  mayor  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  one 
week  before  action  by  the  council. 

14.  A vote  shall  be  taken  by  roll  call,  when  four  members  of  the  council 
so  request,  and  any  motion  shall  be  in  writing  when  the  president  so  directs 
or  any  member  so  requests, 

15.  Any  member  may  require  the  division  of  a question,  when  in  the 
opinion  of  the  president,  the  sense  admits  it, 

16.  The  members  of  the  council  shall  not  leave  the  council  enclosure 
without  being  excused  by  the  president;  or  on  adjournment,  until  the  pre- 
siding officer  declares  the  council  adjourned, 

17.  No  rule  or  order  of  the  council  shall  be  suspended  unless  the  majority 
of  the  council  consent  thereto;  nor  shall  any  rule  or  order  be  repealed  or 
amended  without  giving  notice  thereof  at  the  preceding  meeting,  nor  unless 
a majority  of  the  council  concur  therein. 
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18.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  CommitteeSj,  each  to  consist  of 
three  (3)  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  president,  and  the  first  named 
shall  be  the  chairman: 

Committee  of  Finances 

Committee  on  Streets  and  Bridges  and  Sidewalks 
Committee  on  Water  Supply 
Committee  on  Sanitation  and  Drainage 

Committee  on  City  Property,  Welfare  and  Veterans  Matters 
Committee  on  Civilian  Defense,  Licenses  and  Signs 
Committee  on  Education,  Recreation  and  Claims 
Committee  on  Municipal  Development  and  Lighting 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  Elections  and  Legislative  Matters 
Committee  on  Public  Safety,  Transportation  and  Traffic 

19.  All  committees  of  the  council  shall  make  a report  of  all  matters  in 
their  possession  at  the  next  regular  meeting,  following  commitment;  pro- 
vided two  weeks  has  elapsed  from  the  time  of  commitment,  and  otherwise 
at  the  second  regular  meeting  thereafter. 

20.  When  the  council  is  in  session  any  city  official  may,  upon  request  of 
the  council,  or  upon  his  request,  give  such  information  as  they  or  he  may 
desire,  but  no  city  official  shall  at  any  time  be  allowed  to  enter  into  the 
debate  of  the  council. 

21.  Whenever  the  council  desires  to  hear  from  any  person  other  than 
city  officials,  it  may  go  into  a Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  it  shall  call  a 
public  hearing. 

22.  When  the  council  determines  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the 
president  shall  act  as  chairman,  or  he  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  one. 

When  the  council  goes  into  a Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  chairman 
shall  have  complete  charge  of  the  committee;  he  shall  allow  such  latitude 
of  debate  as  he  deems  proper  to  handle  the  subject  in  hand,  but  a majority 
of  the  committee  may  at  any  time  order  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  to 
proceed  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Order  of  the  Municipal  Council. 

2 3.  The  council  president  may  designate  such  special  committees  as 
he  shall  deem  necessary;  and  the  first  named  shall  be  the  chairman.

Vital  Statistics  covering  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  recorded 
during  the  year  1974  shows  that  the  number  of  births  decreased  only 
slightly  by  16  over  the  year  1973  and  the  same  decline  of  288  births 
over  a five  year  period.  Marriages  decreased  by  45  over  the  year 
1973  and  the  number  of  deaths  recorded  shows  a decrease  of  96  over 
the  year  1973 .

The  receipts  over  the  counter  for  Dog  Licenses  amounted  to  $6478.00 
for  1032  Male  Dogs,  172  Female.  620  spayed  Icmales  and  24-$ 10, 00 
kennels,  6-$25,00  kennels  and  2-$50,00  kennels.  The  City  Treasurer  re- 
ceived $5828,40  to  be  turned  over  to  the  County  Treasurer  and  $649,60 
fees  retained.  The  individual  dog  population  exclusive  of  dog 
kennels  is  1856;  460  less  than  in  1973,  A rabies  clinic  was  held  at 
the  Dog  Pound  in  March  but  because  the  dog  licenses  had  not  been  re- 
ceived from  the  County,  the  City  Clerk  could  not  sell  at  the  Clinic 
which  accounts  for  less  licenses  being  sold  in  1974  than  in  1973, 
although  there  has  beien  excellent  coope.ration  betweem  the?  Dog  Officer, 
Mr.  Flynn  and  the  City  Clerk's  Office  in  getting  dogs  licensed.  As 
previously  stated,  a Dog  Leash  Law  with  some  real  teeth  in  it  w'ould 
be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Dog  Officer  in  trying  to  keep  the  Dogs 
off  the  street  „ This  law  is  greatly  nejeded .

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  COLLECTOR 
1974 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council 
Gent lemen : 

The  year  1974  was  an  extremely  busy  one  in  the  Collector's 
Office . 

We  have  mailed  out  over  20,454  Real  Estate  Tax  bills,  1228 
Personal  Property,  26,943  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  Taxes,  and  an 
average  of  1500  Water  Bills  a month,  plus  an  average  of  500 
monthly  miscellaneous  bills  committed  from  other  various  de- 
partments . 

In  addition  to  these , demands  have  to  be  sent  for  unpaid  Real 
Estate,  Personal  Property,  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  and  Water  Bills. 

All  of  this  results  in  an  enormous  amount  of  paper  work  as 
each  bill  paid  has  to  be  entered  in  a cash  book  and  posted 
manually  to  the  Commitment  book. 

4689  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  and  1360  Real  Estate  and  Personal 
Property  abatements  were  received  from  the  Assessors  Office  and 
were  posted  to  the  commitment  books. 

The  total  amount  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer amounted  to  $12,990,763,97.  This  is  the  largest  amount 
ever  collected  in  one  year,  $47,984,42  of  this  total  was  in- 
terest and  charges  on  overdue  bills,  which  shows  that  demands 
and  warrants  were  mailed  on  all  overdue  accounts.  Incidentally, 
if  we  had  additional  help  in  our  office,  a substantial  increase 
in  revenue  would  be  seen  at  no  cost  to  the  City,  Even  now,  the 
amounts  collected  in  interest  and  charges  more  than  pays  for 
our  complete  budget,  including  all  the  salaries. 

The  change  to  the  Fiscal  cycle  has  doubled  the  work  in  the 
Collector's  office,  and  starting  in  the  middle  of  1975  the 
Sewer  Use  Charge  goes  into  effect  and  will  increase  our  work 
load  . 

Each  year  as  the  city  grows  our  work  load  increases  and  the 
office  force  is  the  same  December  31,  1974  as  it  was  January 
1,  1960. 

We  sincerely  hope  and  urge  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to 
investigate  this  serious  situation  and  recommend  additional  full- 
time permanent  help  for  this  long  over- worked  office. 

We  have  appreciated  the  extra  help  the  floaters  have  given  us, 
but  we  definitely  need  help  to  work  in  our  office,  so  that  the 
work  can  be  effectively  scheduled.

Gent lemen : 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Attleboro 
Police  Department  for  the  year  1974. 

The  Police  Department  had  the  usual  work  load  of  accidents,  arrests, 
citations,  investigations,  miscellaneous  reports  and  parking  tickets. 
Accidents  have  increased  about  10%.  Citations  have  decreased  partial- 
ly due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  been  operating  two  men  short  per 
shift  and  because  the  radar  units  were  not  working  properly  during 
the  year.  There  were  over  500  public  intoxicants  brought  to  the 
station  in  1974.  In  September  we  changed  to  the  new  parking  tickets, 
and  they  seem  to  be  an  improvement  over  the  old  type. 

A request  for  5 new  police  officers  was  made  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  Council.  This  will  help  increase  patrols.  We  are  looking 
into  the  feasability  of  handwritten  reports,  which  have  worked  effect- 
ively in  North  Attleboro  and  California.  This  would  be  in  place  of 
using  tape  recorders. 

The  department  has  one  more  patrol  sergeant  due  to  a promotion  during 
the  year.  The  department  has  increased  by  3 patrolmen  bringing  the 
force  to  51  men. 

Five  officers  were  sent  to  the  South  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional 
Police  Training  Academy  for  12  weeks  according  to  General  Laws.  One 
officer  was  sent  to  a Narcotic  School  in  Framingham  Massachusetts. 

One  sergeant  was  sent  to  the  Command  Training  School  at  Babson 
College,  and  one  sergeant  attended  tne  F.B.I.  Academy  in  Washington 
D.C.  for  16  weeks. 

A request  was  submitted  for  a new  police  department  under  Capital 
Improvements.  Though  we  have  had  trouble  with  our  lift  pumps,  a 
request  was  not  made  for  a new  one;  as  I have  been  informed  that 
when  the  new  bridge  on  Wall  Street  is  completed,  the  station  will  be 
connected  to  the  new  sewerage  line. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  Municipal  Council,  the  Police  Commission, 
the  several  city  departments,  federal,  state  and  municipal  law  en- 
forcement agencies  of  New  England,  the  Fourth  District  Court  of 
Bristol,  the  Superior  Court  of  Bristol,  the  District  Attorney’s 
Office  for  the  Southern  District  and  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  for 
their  valued  assistance  rendered  to  the  police  department;  and  with- 
out whose  assistance  our  department  could  not  effectively  function.

AMBULANCES 

The  Rescue  Truck,  known  as  Rescue  #1,  along  with  the  International 
Ambulance,  operated  by  Fire  Department  personnel,  answered  many 
calls  during  1974.  The  Fire  Department  and  the  City  of  Attleboro 
have  received  many  fine  compliments  on  the  work  done  by  the  per- 
sonnel assigned  to  this  duty.  In  many  instances,  both  vehicles 
have  been  in  use  at  the  same  time,  necessitating  the  reduction  of 
the  number  of  men  assigned  to  fire  apparatus.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  1,254  calls  made  by  the  ambulance  crews,  are  in  addition 
to  the  1,851  calls  answered  by  fire  apparatus.

FIRE  PREVENTION  BUREAU 

Fire  Department  personnel  have,  as  usual,  made  numerous  inspections 
throughout  the  year.  Inspections  are  made  monthly  of  all  kinder- 
gartens, schools,  rest  homes,  hospitals  and  nursing  homes.  Periodic 
inspections  are  also  made  of  business  establishments  and  industrial 
plants . 

The  principal  value  of  inspection  work  is  in  the  knowledge  obtained 
as  to  the  general  construction  features  of  a building,  its  means  of 
egress  and  the  protection  features  provided.  Inspections  also  afford 
the  Fire  Department  personnel  the  opportunity  to  remedy  any  existing 
fire  hazards.  Inspections  are  responsible,  in  part,  for  the  Fire 
Department’s  low  loss  ratio. 

All  complaints  received  were  investigated  and  where  hazards  existed, 
the  proper  authorities  were  notified  to  rectify  same. 

Fire  Prevention  Week,  as  usual,  brought  an  acceleraxed  program  of 
fire  prevention  in  the  schools.  Assistance  in  these  fire  prevention 
programs  was  gained  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  local  insurance 
companies,  the  newspaper  and  the  local  radio  station. 

The  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Fire  Department  conducted  training 
sessions  for  Fire  Brigades  of  several  of  the  City’s  industries. 
Classes  were  held  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital,  training  nurses 
and  maintenance  personnel  in  the  use  of  fire  extinguishers  and 
alarm  procedures.  The  same  program  was  conducted  at  Fuller  Sani- 
tarium and  several  of  the  local  nursing  homes. 

Co-operation  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  and  the  Wire  Inspector  have 
also  made  1974  a successful  year  from  a fire  prevention  stand  point. 

TRAINING  PROGRAM 


In  addition  to  the  training  of  industrial  groups  and  nursing  groups, 
the  Fire  Department  carries  on  training  programs  for  its  own 
Officers  and  Men.  Training  in  the  use  of  ladders,  in  drafting 
water  from  static  bodies  of  water  and  pumping  water  from  City  water 
mains 

Weather  permitting,  outside  training  was  done  in  the  above  subjects, 
as  well  as  in  the  use  of  ice/water  boats.  Ambulance  and  other 
personnel  attended  classes  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  in  Cardio- 
pulmonary Resusti tation  and  all  memoers  of  vbe  DeparLmenl  took  part

in  Red  Cross  first  aid  classes.  Currently  the  Department  also 
has  nine  (9)  men  who  are  currently  enrolled  in  Emergency 
Medical  Training  classes  or  who  are  already  certified  as  Emer- 
gency Medical  Technicians. 

During  inclement  weather,  indoor  classes  were  held  on  the  use  of 
breathing  apparatus,  rescue  tools  and  drills  on  street  and  fire 
alarm  box  locations. 

The  efficiency  of  a Fire  Department  is  measured  by  the  efficiency 
of  its  personnel,  the  quality  and  availability  of  its  apparatus 
and  its  fire  prevention  activities,  and  most  of  all,  the  training 
of  its  personnel  in  the  use  of  equipment. 

It  is  intended  that  1975  will  be  as  productive  or  more  so  than 
in  the  year  1974 .

REGULAR  MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIRS 


This  consisted  of  daily  checks  of  all  Fire  Alarm  circuits  and  equipment 
and  weekly  tests  of  all  emergency  generators,  batteries  and  associated 
equipment . 

All  Fire  Alarm  boxes  tested,  cleaned,  and  repaired  if  needed  every 
sixty  (60)  days.  Numerous  pole  bands  and  box  lights  replaced. 

Five  (5)  boxes  changed  to  new  locations  to  better  protect  their  area. 

I Cross  arms  and  equipment  removed  from  forty  three  (43)  old  poles  and 
replaced  on  new  ones  set  by  power  or  telephone  company.

JANUARY

and  trees,  shrubs  and  bushes  were  covered  for  12  days.  Locke 
mowers  were  sent  out  for  sharpening  and  repairs.  Work  on  re- 
storing playground  equipment  and  trash  barrels  started.  Motors 
on  both  Graverly  tractors  were  overhauled.  Only  one  day  of 
skating  . 

Vandals  stole  new  drain  pipes  from  Rain  Forest. 

FEBRUARY 

There  were  three  days  of  snow  removal.  Work  on  playground 
equipment  continued.  The  greenhouse  was  repaired  as  was  the 
storage  shed.  The  small  boat  for  the  duck  pond  repaired  and 
painted.  Picnic  tables  were  washed  and  re-varnished.  We  lost 
a leopard  who  died  from  old  age. 

Vandals  broke  windows  in  greenhouse  three  times  and  tore 
plants  out  of  the  Rain  Forest  four  times  this  month. 

MARCH 


The  black  bear  house  was  repaired  and  the  fence  around  the 
Buffalo  yard  repaired.  The  picnic  benches  were  put  out  and 
[the  Rock  Garden  hoed  and  reset.  The  ducks  and  geese  were  put 
back  in  the  pond.  Broken  limbs  and  trees  in  the  Sweet  Memorial 
Forest  were  cut  and  removed.  The  roses  uncovered  and  dressed. 
Spring  cleaning  has  begun. 

Vandals  broke  a thermo-pane  window  in  the  Rain  Forest  and 
tore  the  meter  from  the  Music  Shell, 

I 

APRIL 


Because  of  the  ice  storms,  cleaning  the  Park  and  turf  areas 
of  twigs  and  debris  has  been  much  harder  this  year  than  ever 
before.  The  railroad  bank  and  the  Common  has  been  cleaned. 
Angell  Park,  Blackington  Pond  and  all  the  Memorials  were  also 
cleaned.  The  pools,  walls  and  waterfall  in  the  Rain  Forest 
scrubed  and  cleaned.  Pansey  beds  prepared  and  planted.  Two 
Jaguars  were  born  but  did  not  survive. 
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Report  of  the  Park  Department  continued : 

APRIL  continued: 


Vandals  broke  all  the  windows  in  the  Peacock  House,  let  the 
sheep  out  of  their  pen,  and  broke  a goat’s  leg „ On  April  6, 
the  animal  shelter  and  hay  storage  building  was  set  on  fire 
and  2^  tons  of  hay  and  the  building  were  completely  gutted. 

The  glass  in  the  Rain  Forest  door  was  broken  and  the  locks 
torn  off  the  snakes  cage.  On  April  11,  vandals  set  fire  to 
the  Men’s  Room.  April  21,  three  windows  in  the  bear  house 
were  broken.  On  April  26,  the  Ladies  Room  was  set  on  fire. 


The  Parks  and  Memorials  have  been  fertilized  with  6 ton  of 
16-5-5.  The  playground  equipment  put  up  and  all  the  Memorials 
planted.  On  May  4 the  Bike-a-thon  was  held  and  around  1,000 
people  were  in  the  Park  at  8:00  A.M.  On  May  11,  the  thirteenth 
annual  Wolfenden  Memorial  Walk  was  won  by  Tom  Knatt . 

On  May  18,  vandals  tore  all  the  light  fixtures  from  the  Band 
Stand,  May  19,  tore  the  Merry-go-round  apart,  May  20,  broke 
into  Music  Shell,  tore  the  heads  from  the  sprinkler  system. 

May  21,  turned  the  water  faucets  on  in  the  Rain  Forest  and  tore 
up  plants,  on  May  31  completely  tore  apart  a large  picnic  table 
and  smashed  all  the  trash  barrels  in  Sweet  Memorial  Forest. 

JUNE 


All  flower  beds  have  been  planted  and  the  regular  summer 
routine  started.  Rubbish  is  emptied  tv;ice  a day  and  spraying, 
mowing  and  weeding  keeps  everyone  busy.  On  June  10,  a baby 
African  Lion  was  born  but  died  on  June  28,  Between  June  4 
and  20,  five  fawns  were  born.  Art-in-the-Park , was  expanded 
to  two  days,  June  8 and  9th, and  seemed  to  be  a great  success. 
On  June  13th,  2,000  school  children  were  in  the  Park,  and  on 
June  14th,  1500  children  were  in  the  Park. 

On  June  2,  the  fence  around  the  parking  lot  was  torn  down, 
on  June  22,  grass  around  the  Rain  Forest  torn  up  by  car,  on 
June  23,  grass  on  Flat  torn  up  by  car,  on  June  29th,  five 
posts  and  fence  around  the  duck  pond  torn  down. 

JULY 


The  Fourth  of  July  celebration  was  held  again  at  Hayward  Field, 
the  Park  Department  had  charge  of  the  fireworks  and  Band  Concert. 
On  the  5th,  7th  and  15th  we  had  severe  wind  storms  that  caused 
damage  to  trees  and  shrubs. 

On  July  14,  five  trash  barrels  were  stolen  and  others  smashdc^ 
on  July  16,  front  glass  in  the  monkey  cage  was  broken,  the 
monkey  cut  his  leg  very  bad,  July  23,  someone  broke  a beer 
bottle  in  the  bear  cage,  bear  cut  his  tongue,  July  24th,  sign 
stolen  from  truck  door  and  baby  swings  broken. 
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. Report  of  the  Park  Department  continued: 

AUGUST 


Shrube  and  bushes  have  been  sheared  and  trimmed . Foot  paths 
edged  and  new  stone  dust  put  down.  Because  of  the  lack  of 
rainfall,  flower  beds  must  be  watered  weekly,  the  grass  is  show- 
ing the  effect  of  the  draught. 

On  August  8,  the  Children's  Summer  Music  Program  sponsored  by 
the  S.M.  Stone  Trust  Fund  held  their  concert.  On  August  22,  the 
summer  camp  for  retarded  children,  sponsored  by  the  Park  Depart- 
ment had  their  family  night.  On  August  20,  the  Children's 
Theater  sponsored  by  the  Public  Library  gave  two  performances. 

New  rails  were  put  around  the  Buffalo  yard.  Severe  thunder- 
storms and  wind  damaged  two  trees  and  broke  many  limbs  in  the 
Park.  On  August  11,  a Jhguar  was  born. 

On  August  12,  vandals  broke  all  the  water  shut  offs  in  the 
Rose  Garden,  August  14th,  they  broke  the  Merry-go-round, 

August  25th  they  broke  the  tile  in  the  Men's  Rest  Room. 

SEPTEMBER 

The  wading  pool  and  Bath  House  is  closed  for  the  season,  mowing 
and  trimming  continues.  Because  of  the  abundance  of  Japanese 
Beetles,  flowers  and  roses  must  be  sprayed  twice  a week.  With 
the  help  of  the  Forestry  Department  large  shrubs  were  removed  from 
the  Common,  and  trees  trimmed  high.  This  was  done  to  try  and 
stop  the  problems  on  the  Common,  caused  by  undesirables.  The 
turf  in  the  Parks  and  Common,  the  Memorials  were  given  their  second 
application  of  fertilizer.  Four  ton  of  special  16-5-5  fertilizer 
was  used.  All  large  felines  were  given  distemper  booster  shots. 

On  September  1,  a girl  drove  a horse  all  over  the  lawn,  area  and 
dug  it  up  real  bad,  on  September  5 (day  schools  opened)  three  baby 
swings  were  stolen,  one  broke,  chains  broke  on  big  swings,  fence 
in  front  of  Music  Shell  torn  down,  a horse  and  two  motorcycles 
rode  all  over  the  ball  field.  On  September  8,  a car  tore  up  the 
turf  on  the  flat,  on  September  14,  same  thing  happened,  on  September 
18,  pictures  of  birds  stolen  from  Rain  Forest.  On  September  19, 
the  young  male  Puma  died,  cause  unknown.  On  the  same  day,  vandals 
broke  into  animal  yard,  scattered  hay  and  turned  water  on,  September, 
22,  car  tore  up  the  Flat  again.  On  September  29,  C.R.O.P.  Walk 
was  held  at  the  Park  . Rain  kept  attendance  down. 

OCTOBER 

All  the  roads  in  the  Park  were  oiled  and  sealed,  all  settees  were 
repaired,  the  water  system  turned  of f and  drained  . The  shell  part  of 
the  Veteran's  Memorial  razed  because  of  it  being  condemned.  Flower 
beds  turned  over, Rock  garden  cut  back.  All  the  flowering  trees  were 
trimmed . 
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Report  of  the  Park  Department  continued: 

OCTOBER  continued : 

On  October  5,  the  Walk-a-thon  drew  an  estimated  2,100  walkers. 

On  October  6,  vandals  turned  on  water  and  killed  bass  with  rocks 
in  Rain  Forest.  On  October  7,  tore  down  rose  arbor,  October  27, 
broke  into  peacock  yard  killed  rabbits  and  chickens.  On  October  31, 
the  oldest  doe  fallow  deer  died. 

NOVEMBER 

Because  of  rainy  wet  weather,  raking  and  baling  leaves  took  much 
longer  this  year  than  in  the  past . The  men  from  the  Forestry  Depart- 
ment helped  and  the  job  was  finally  done.  The  roses  are  cut  back  and 
sprayed.  Playground  equipment  and  picnic  tables  are  made  ready  to  be 
brought  in . 

On  November  18,  vandals  set  fire  in  playground,  on  November  19, 
fire  set  in  Sweet  Memorial  Forest.  On  November  21,  five  boys  were 
caught  inside  the  dressing  rooms  of  the  Music  Shell,  did  over 
$2,000  damage.  On  November  26,  the  new  tractor  for  the  Park  was 
delivered.  On  November  26,  we  had  our  first  snow  storm  with 
3-4"  of  snow. 

DECEMBER 


Still  cleaning  up  leaves  from  Park  and  Memorials.  Roses  and 
perenials  have  been  hilled  and  covered.  The  Parking  lots  and  road 
gutters  have  been  swept  and  cleaned.  Between  December  19  and  20th 
three  African  Lions  were  born,  one  male  and  two  female. 

On  December  2,  five  greenhouse  windows  were  broke,  on  December  4, 
vandals  stoned  a black  Australian  Swan  to  death,  December  8,  car 
tore  up  turf  again.  December  9,  two  greenhouse  windows  were  broke, 
on  December  25,  car  tore  up  turf  on  Flat,  Rain  Forest,  Ball  Field 
and  Rose  Garden.  On  December  28,  another  greenhouse  window  broke. 
December  29,  vandals  stole  one  sign  from  Rain  Forest  Building  and 
broke  another.  On  December  26,  snow  was  plowed  for  the  second  time 
this  year . 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  John  J. 
McKinnon  and  the  Public  Works  Department,  the  men  of  the  Forestry 
Department,  the  Fire  Alarm  Superintendent,  George  Adams  and  his 
men,  and  all  the  other  Departments  who  helped  and  assisted  us  during 
the  year . 

A special  thanks  to  the  men  of  the  Park  Department  for  their 
devotion  to  duty  and  conscientious  work,  the  Park  Commissioners  for 
their  guidance  and  help.

The  Forestry  Department  respectfully  submits  this  report  for 
1974  , 


JANUARY,  FEBRUARY,  AND  MARCH 


Seven  days  were  spent  trimming  and  cleaning  up  debris  from 
January  11th  ice  storm.  Brush  and  low  limbs  were  trimmed  road- 
side. Adamsdale  Avenue,  Fenton  Avenue,  Pearl  Street  and  Pearl 
Street  Extension,  Pike  Avenue  from  Bishop  Street  to  Wilmarth 
Street  were  done  on  both  sides.  Other  streets  were  trimmed  but 
not  completely,  A tree  removal  program  was  carried  out.  The 
inside  of  the  Forestry  Building  was  painted.  Diseased  Elm  wood 
and  brush  was  burned  by  special  permit.  Tree  removal  and  brush 
cutting  on  the  dam  at  Lake  Mirimichi  was  done  for  the  Public 
Works  Department. 


APRIL 


A dormant  spray  of  Methoxychlor  was  applied  to  Elms.  Tree 
removal  and  roadside  trimming  continued.  On  April  26th,  the 
new  truck  was  delivered. 


MAY 


Shade  tree  spraying  started,  Eastern  Tent  Caterpillars  were 
sprayed.  Two  men  on  spraying,  two  men  trimming  and  small  tree 
removal . 


JUNE 


Shade  tree  spraying  continued.  Approximately  3,000  acres  were 
sprayed  by  helicopter  using  a product  called  Sevin  and  Oil,  for 
Gypsy  ivioth  Control,  at  a cost  of  $8,300.00.

Roadside  brush  removal  and  trimming  low  limbs  took  up  most  of 
the  month.

A total  of  450  trees  were  removed  by  the  Forestry  Department 
in  1974.

The  yeai  1974  was  .-significant  for  many  reasons  in  so  far  as 
recreation  was  concerned „ During  this  summer  season  the  Recrea- 
tion Dep.irtment  continued  to  pursue  its  major  goal  of  providing 
vai’ied  programs  and  facilities  tor  ail  citizens  of  Attleboro. 

To  further  accomplish  this,  several  major  additions  to  existing 
programs  and  facilities  were  made. 

The  Recreation  Commission  sought  to  improve  its  popular  arts 
and  crafts  program  Viy  expanding  to  areas  that  are  not  located 
neai-  playgrounds.  To  do  this^  an  old,  donated  bus  was  converted 
to  a mobile  arts  and  crafts  unit  , This  bus  was  driven  to  various 
neighborhood  locations  and  arts  and  crafts  were  provided  during 
the  summer  months  ”on  the  spot,”  The  bus  proved  itself  in  so  far 
as  the  program  was  concerned.  However,  it  was  awkward  and  im~ 
pi’actical  in  some  ways,  fortunately,  the  department  has  been 
able  to  procure  a used  mail  truck  which  is  in  excellent  condition. 
This  vehicle  will  be  converted  to  a mobile  arts  and  crafts  unit 
for  next  summer. 

The  pi ogram  for  physically  handicapped  children  enjoyed  its 
most  productive  season  ever.  More  children  were  enrolled,  and 
additional  swimming  and  arts  and  crafts  instruction  was  provided. 
Expanded  field  tiips  heightened  interest. 

Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  of  all  1974  programs  was  the  in- 
volvement. of  the  Recreation  Department  in  a fedei'al  program  to 
provide  additional  and  impi'oved  facilities.  Under  the  half- 
million Hollai'  program,  the  Recreation  Commission  began  con- 
sti’urting  a ne-.w  multi-purpose  playground  at  Ides  Hill  off  of 
South  Avenue,  The  Army  Reserve  Corps  worked  all  year  and  exten- 
sively for  a two-week  training  period  in  June  to  accomplish 
major  site  preparation,  Th€>  project  is  approximately  50%  com- 
pleted, A baseball  field,  shuffleboard  '^ourts  and  a multiple 
uso  sheltt;r  have  been  completed.  It  is  hoped  that  most  of  the 
remaining  work  will  be  concluded  this  coming  year. 
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Report  of  the  Recreation  Commission  continued: 

The  second  part  of  this  federal  project  includes  the  expansion 
of  the  South  Attleboro  Playground.  It  is  planned  thal  the  size 
of  this  playground  will  increase  by  seven  acres.  Hopefully,  con- 
struction will  begin  in  the  Spring  or  Summer  of  1975.  This  facility 
will  provide  a central  recreational  area  for  the  residents  of  South 
Attleboro . 

The  Recreation  Commission  expanded  its  summer  program  by  making 
the  Attleboro  High  School  Swimming  Pool  available  to  residents 
iduring  the  evening  hours.  This  new  facility  has  added  great  di- 
mensions and  programs  to  the  city  recreation  program,  both  in  the 
summer  and  winter  months. 

Many  major  projects  were  completed  in  1974.  New  fencing  and  new 
parking  lots  for  outdoor  facilities  became  realities.  New  basket- 
ball courts  and  major  repairs  to  existing  tennis  and  basketball 
courts  were  completed.  These  and  other  accomplishments  are  enumera- 
ted in  the  section  of  this  report  entitled,  Recommendations  - Past 
and  Future . 

Since  the  summer  program  is  so  extensive  it  would  perhaps  be  best 
summarized  by  including  in  this  report  the  actual  calendar  days  for 
July  and  August  and  also  a copy  of  the  pamphlet  that  is  distributed 
to  all  school  children  in  June.  On  the  following  pages  are  found 
these  details  of  the  summer  program. 
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Report  of  the  Recreation  Commission  continued: 

Report  on  the  Winter  Program 

The  Recreation  Department's  use  of  the  new  Attleboro  High  School 
Swimming  Pool  ended  its  first  full  year  and  entered  its  second 
season.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Department  and  Re- 
creation Department,  the  new  Attleboro  High  School  Swimming  Pool 
was  opened  to  the  public.  The  pool  was  open  on  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday  evenings  from  6 PM  to  10  PM  as  well  as  Sunday  after- 
noons from  1 PM  to  4 PM.  A variety  of  activities  was  made  available 

for  all  age  groups  within  the  community.  Swimming  instructions  were 
offered  for  elementary  and  middle  school  children  as  well  as  adults. 
Senior  Life  Saving,  snorkling  classes,  women's  and  men's  Physical 
Fitness  classes  and  special  instruction  for  Physically  Handicapped 
and  Mentally  Retarded  were  offered.  Time  was  made  available  for 
special  groups  to  use  the  pool.  This  has  included  Boy  Scouts, 

Church  groups  and  many  other  civic  groups.  In  addition  to  open 
recreational  swims,  one  of  the  most  popular  aspects  of  the  program 
proved  to  be  family  swims. 

Four  school  gymnasiums  were  utilized  for  the  winter  program. 

The  South  Attleboro  Middle  School  and  the  Finberg  Elementary  School 
provided  recreational  opportunities  in  the  evening  hours  from 
December  through  March  for  their  respective  geographical  areas.  The 
Lincoln  Elementary  School  was  used  on  a nightly  basis  for  the  South 
Attleboro  recreational  basketball  league.  This  is  a youth  basket- 
ball league  with  two  divisions.  The  supervision  is  donated  by  in- 
terested adults.  The  league  has  enjoyed  great  success  and  an  older 
division  has  been  formed,  A second  gymnasium  at  the  South  Attleboro 
Middle  School  is  used  for  the  games  of  boys  in  this  division. 

As  usual  a full  program  of  winter  activities  was  offered  at  the 
Recreation  Center  and  at  school  gymnasiums.  The  Recreation  Center 
operated  on  a full-time  basis  from  November  through  April.  The 
building  was  utilized  during  morning  hours  by  the  Richardson  School 
for  physical  education,  art,  music  and  special  education  classes. 

The  Attleboro  Police  Department  also  used  the  building  for  training 
exercises  and  recreational  purposes. 

Activities  were  provided  for  all  age  groups.  Competitive  leagues 
existed  for  junior,  senior  and  adult  basketball.  A men's  volleyball 
league  is  now  in  its  third  year  . Flag  football,  whiffle  baseball, 
badminton,  indoor  soccer  and  hockey,  wrestling,  weight  lifting, 
pingpong,  pool  and  various  children's  games  were  offered.  Adults 
enjoyed  supervised  pistol  shooting,  archery  competition,  indoor 
golf  range  and  weight  lifting.  Rooms  for  groups  and  meetings  were 
available.  The  recreation  center  was  used  nightly  by  civic  groups 
church  groups,  basketball  leagues  and  scout  organizations.

for  the  Physically  Handicapped  Children  Program.

The  Attleboro  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  for  the 
period  January  1 to  December  31,  1974  submits  their  Annual 
Report . 

During  the  report  period  12  regular  meetings  were  held  in 
the  Commission  Office, 

Election  of  officers  was  held  at  the  March  meeting  and  acting 
on  request  of  Chairman  Charles  Bowen  that  he  not  be  considered 
for  re-election  as  Chairman, the  members  elected  Hugh  McBrien  as 
Chairman  and  re-elected  Stanley  M,  Gower,  Jr.  Vice  Chairman,  also 
Joseph  W.  Lewis,  Jr,  as  Clerk. 

In  May,  Donald  Hart  was  appointed  to  the  Commission  to  the 
seat  formerly  held  by  Mr.  Sherman.  Strom. 

In  July  Reverend  Thomas  Airey  was  appointed  to  the  seat  formerly 
held  by  Reverend  Alvin  Kaufman  who  moved  to  Michigan. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  has  worked  in  close  cooperation 
with  the  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority  in  the  development  of 
the  Attleboro  Industrial  Park.  The  Commission  has  reviewed  and 
made  recommendations  to  the  A.R.A.  on  various  development  and 
building  construction  activities  in  the  Park  project  and  served  as 
a promotional  and  contact  medium  for  A.R.A.  in  the  development  of 
prospects . 

In  addition  to  promotional  activity  in  connection  with  the 
Attleboro  Industrial  Park  the  Commission  has  been  engaged  in  re- 
search and  promotion  work  for  two  privately  owned  sites.  Both 
of  these  involve  substantial  prospects  for  large  tracts  of  privately 
owned  land.  If  these  efforts  succeed  there  should  be  substantial 
structures  erected  in  1975,  despite  the  general  economic  slow  down. 

In  addition  to  its  relationship  with.  ARA  the  Commission  is  fre- 
quently called  upon  for  various  information  and  counseling  by 
local  interests  in  matters  pertaining  to  industrial  or  economic 
conditions,  and  in  the  rental  of  industrial  property. 

There  have  been  instances  where  the  Commission,  thru  the  services 
of  its  Executive  Director  have  accepted  responsibilities  at  the 
request  of  the  Mayor. 

The  effective  working  relationship  which  our  officers  and 
Executive  Director  maintain  with  various  governmental,  business 
and  civic  agencies  prove  helpful  in  many  ways  in  securing  in- 
formation and  fast  answers  to  the  frequent  requests  we  receive 
as  a Public  Agency.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

1974 


Gentlemen ; 

The  following  Annual  Report,  covering  the  period  from  November 
7,  1973  to  November  13,  1974,  is  submitted  for  your  consideration 
at  the  ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority. 

During  the  report  period,  12  regular  monthly  meetings  were  held; 
and  one  recessed  meeting  was  convened  to  consider  proposals  and 
award  a contract. 

Our  chief  activity  continues  to  be  the  management  and  development 
of  the  Attleboro  Industrial  Park  and  in  this  activity  during  the 
report  period. 

- We  executed  three  purchase  and  sale  ageements 

- We  granted  two  deeds  and  one  easement 

" We  approved  three  sets  of  building  plans  for  the 
construction  of  buildings  in  the  Attleboro  In- 
dustrial Park 

- We  received  from  the  sale  of  land,  or  from  deposits 
on  purchase  and  sale  agreements  $24,707,33 

- At  the  close  of  the  report  period,  we  have  purchase 
and  sale  agreements  in  force  in  the  amount  of 
$24,694,94, 

During  the  past  summer,  construction  work  on  Extension  Street 
was  completed,  and  hot  mix  paving,  according  to  city  standards, 
was  applied. 

The  following  four  attractive  new  plants  now  border  on  this 
newly-constructed  street:  Advance  Industries,  Intricate  Machine, 
and  Engineering  Company,  Burst  Range  Valve  Corp,,  and  Criterion 
Metals,  Inc. 

One  double  lot  bordering  on  this  street  remains  unsold  at  this 
time,  although  discussions  are  currently  in  progress  with  several 
interests  concerning  this  site. 

The  activities  of  the  past  year  have  committed  6,64  acres  of 
land,  either  by  sale  or  by  option,  leaving  approximately  72.27 
acres  for  development  as  streets  or  building  sites. 
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Report  of  the  Attleboro  Development  & Industrial  Commission 
and  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority  continued: 

A combination  of  the  current  sewer  moratorium,  high  financing 
'and  construction  costs,  and  uncertainties  in  the  supply  and  cost 
I of  the  several  energy  courses,  have  prompted  several  prospects  to 
< review  their  earlier  schedules  for  land  purchase  and  building 
I construction  in  our  Industrial  Park. 

In  all  such  instances,  we  have  cooperated  b>  extending  the 
’’courtesy  period”  for  the  development  of  proposals,  so  that 
management  will  not  be  rushed  into  hasty  decisions.  Under  pre- 
sent economic  circumstances,  we  believe  this  is  the  wisest  course 
; in  the  continued  development  of  a sound,  stable  community  econo- 
! mic  base . 

' In  addition  to  reviewing  the  activities  of  the  current  year,  it 
! is  also  significant  to  note  the  cumulative  effect  of  the  program 
and  activity  of  the  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority,  working  in 
j close  cooperation  with  our  companion  agency  - The  Attleboro  Develop-  ■ 
i ment  and  Industrial  Commission. 

Since  the  1965  organization  of  the  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority, 
I 15  companies  have  located  in  the  Attleboro  Industrial  Park  and  erected 
new  industrial  buildings. 

As  of  January  1,  1974,  the  assessed  Real  Estate  Tax  valuation  of 
these  combined  premises  is  $4,349,670.00.  The  taxes  assessed  on 
these  properties  for  the  six  month  period  January  1,  1974  to  June 
30,  1974,  was  $126,140.88  for  that  six  month  period,  which  was  the 
final  period  in  the  eighteen  month  transition  from  the  former  calendar 
year  to  the  new  fiscal  year  operation.  When  computed  on  an  annual 
basis,  the  six  month  figure  becomes  $252,281.76  in  taxes  per  year. 

Prior  to  the  startup  of  the  Industrial  Park,  the  land  area  involved 
produced  approximately  $350.00  in  taxes  per  year.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  since  the  assessment  date  is  January  1,  the  above  tax 
figures  do  not  include  the  three  new  buildings  that  were  erected  in 
the  1974  construction  season.  They  will  be  subject  to  assessment 
January  1 , 1975 . 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  figures,  which  apply  only^ to  the 
development  and  revenues  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Attleboro 
Industrial  Park,  the  program  and  activties  of  the  Attleboro  Develop- 
ment and  Industrial  Commission  have  resulted  in  the  erection  of 
five  industrial  buildings  in  the  Northwest  Industrial  Park  and  three 
' buildings  in  the  so-called  County  Street  Annex. 

These  buildings  have  Real  Estate  Tax  valuation  of  $1,022,950.00 
and  a six  month  tax  assessment  of  $29,650.97,  which,  on  an  annual 
j basis,  is  $59,301.94. 

The  combined  programs  of  the  two  agencies  have  developed 
$5,372,620.00  in  taxable  Real  Estate  valuation.  This  is  inter- 
I preted  as  a benefit  of  $3.00  on  the  local  tax  rate,  by  Chairman 
j Donald  Capuano  of  the  Attleboro  Board  of  Tax  Assessors. 
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Report  of  the  Attleboro  Development  & Industrial  Commission 
and  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority  continued: 

A separate  financial  report  has  been  prepared  by  our  Treasurer, 
Stanley  M.  Gower,  Jr.,  who  has  served  faithfully  in  that  capacity 
since  our  original  organization. 

During  the  present  period  of  high  interest  rates,  we  have  con- 
centrated on  those  development  activities  that  are  of  present  need 
or  immediate  benefit,  and  have  conserved  our  working  capital  for 
the  larger  Development  activities  in  which  we  must  engage  in  the 
near  future. 

By  careful  money  management,  we  can  continue  to  finance  future 
developments  from  project  revenues  and  achieve  our  goal  of  provid- 
ing sites  for  the  Industrial  Expansion  necessary  to  provide  em- 
ployment opportunities  for  an  increasing  population. 

The  cooperation  and  support  of  His  Honor,  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Macomber, 
and  the  members  of  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council  is  gratefully 
acknowledged,  as  is  the  cooperation  and  assistance  from  all  City  Depart 
ments . 

We  acknowledge,  with  thanks,  the  cooperation  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Development  and  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Community  Affairs. 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  our  long  term  association  with  our  engineer- 
ing consultant,  Mr.  James  A.  Freeman,  and  our  clerical  aide.  Miss 
Joan  Corrigan,  and  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for 
their  competence  and  interest. 

I welcome  this  opportunity  to  express  my  personal  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  Chairman  Rodney  F.  Blythe  and  all  members  of  the 
Authority  for  their  time,  counsel  and  support  so  generously  given  in 
public  service.

Gentlemen : 

Requests  for  assistance  from  the  Veteran’s  Service  Center  are 
increasing  every  day. 

Many  of  the  veterans  of  World  War  II  are  interested  in  information 
regarding  pensions  and  hospital  benefits  for  veterans.  Younger 
veterans  are  looking  into  the  benefits  available  under  the  G.I.  Bill. 

We  have  on  hand  several  hundred  service  records  of  Attleboro  men 
and  women.  When  discharged,  the  veteran  comes  into  this  office  where 
his  separation  papers  are  photostated  and  recorded  and  he  is  advised 
of  the  various  benefits  available  to  him. 

Over  fifty  different  Veterans  Administration  Forms  are  available 
in  this  department  including  applications  for  pensions  for  the 
veteran,  his  widow  or  his  children  or  his  dependent  parents;  change 
of  address  forms;  applications  for  loan  eligibility;  applications  for 
program  of  education  ; applications  for  replacement  of  lost  papers  ; 
applications  for  grave  markers;  insurance  forms  of  various  nature,  etc. 
Assistance  in  filling  out  and  filing  these  forms  is  given  to  the 
veteran  or  his  widow  or  dependent  parents. 
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Report  of  the  Veterans  Rehabilitation  and  Reemployment  Center 
continued : 

Information  and  applications  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Bonus 
are  also  given  to  the  returning  servicemen. 

The  on-the-.iob  training  program  through  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industries,  Division  of  Apprentice  Train- 
ing is  available  to  the  veteran  and  appointments  are  made  through 
this  office  with  the  field  representative  of  the  State. 

The  local  Selective  Service  Board  has  moved  to  Fall  River.  Young 
men  are  still  required  to  register  at  age  18  under  the  Selective 
Service  Act  and  may  do  so  in  this  office  where  registration  cards 
are  available.  These  are  mailed  to  the  Fall  River  office  with  the 
Tally  Sheets. 

At  the  end  of  June  in  1974,  this  office  was  moved  from  the  Attle- 
boro Trust  Company  Building  to  the  third  floor  at  City  Hall.  While 
many  people  still  have  trouble  finding  us,  the  office  is  much  larger 
and  we  can  serve  the  people  better. 

The  Service  Center  appreciates  the  co-operation  of  the  executives 
of  the  Veterans  Administration  and  the  doctors  at  the  various  veterans 
hospitals  and  also  the  local  doctors  who  assisted  in  many  ways.  Appre- 
ciation is  also  given  to  the  City  Clerk's  office  for  supplying  birth 
records,  marriage  certificates  and  death  certificates  when  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATTLEBORO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

1974 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council 
! Gentlemen: 

! 1974  has  seen  expansion  of  Library  services  and  Library  area. 

I When  the  1971  bookmobile  center  was  constructed  a strongly 

j reinforced  frame  work  provided  for  anticipated  building  above 
[ the  Center.  In  June  1974  a two  story  addition  over  the  bookmo- 
I bile  center  was  begun  and  completed  in  November.  This  new 
I working  area  will  result  in  more  efficiency  because  all  books 
I and  other  Library  materials  are  now  being  received  in  this  section 
j and  put  through  the  various  technical  processess  as  they  are 
I readied  for  public  use,  thus  saving  much  time  and  labor,  also, 

more  space  in  the  older  library  section  is  released  for  the  public. 

! As  the  population  of  Attleboro  grows,  so  will  the  demands  for  more 
I library  materials  and  services.  It  will  be  wise  to  plan  now  for 
future  Library  expansion  while  space  is  available. 

i 

Some  of  the  original  plumbing  - pipes  and  boiler  parts  have  had 
to  be  renewed.  An  over-all  study  of  the  electrical  system  has  re- 
sulted in  some  replacements.  The  electrical  fire  alarm  system  has 
i been  up-dated.  Two  new  glass  front  doors  have  opened  a more  in- 
viting view  of  the  Library.  An  attractive  Coolidge  sign  in  front 
of  the  building  pleasantly  directs  patrons  to  the  Library.  But 
lack  of  parking  space  has  restricted  some  would-be  patrons  from 
visiting  the  Library.  It  is  hoped  this  detriment  can  soon  be 
rectified . 

Under  Library  jurisdiction  a Spanish  language  radio  program 
is  endeavoring  to  give  helpful  information  to  those  not  under- 
standing English.  WARA  allows  one  hour  each  week.  News  of  local 
events  and  explanation  of  local  services  are  woll  received.  An- 
other weekly  WARA  public  service  is  free  time  devoted  to  the 
Library  with  Mr.  Waller  and  some  members  of  the  staff  describing 
the  various  library  services. 

Youthful  patrons  have  enjoyed  pre-school  story  hours,  summer 
reading  clubs,  a magician,  a stagemobile  production,  crafts  and 
tree  decorating  contest  before  Christmas,  all  in  addition  to  the 
usual  Junior  Library  services.  Students  are  increasingly  using  the 
growing  reference  collections  and  finding  the  Library  a most  re- 
j .sourceful  place  to  study.

i A number  of  special  events  have  been  held  in  the  auditorium. 

The  Attleboro  Historical  Commission  regularly  meets  there  and 
j holds  some  of  their  programs  in  the  room.  Chaminade  Club  gave  a 
I concert  there,  A Bristol  County  Extension  Service  lectured  on 
i ’’What  to  Eat  Instead  of  Meat”.  An  autographing  party  for  Library 
j Trustee  Mrs.  Stevenson  author  of  ’’Natural  Way  to  Reading”  lent 
! itself  to  the  spacious  room.

Many  gifts  have  been  received  from  private  and  corporate  donors. 
Among  them  were  a computer,  books,  paperbacks,  and  large-type 
books .

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Report  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  continued: 

To:  The  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  liibrary: 

Choosing  news  items  in  the  life  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  in 
1974  is  easy  since  it  was  the  most  eventful  thus  far  in  the  70’s. 
This  report  then  will  highlight  the  new  developments  and  concerns 
of  the  Library,  leaving  day-to-day  events  to  be  reported  in  the 
departmental  summaries  following; 


BUILDING 


The  addition  to  the  Library  building,  started  in  1971  with  the 
construction  of  the  Bookmobile  Center,  was  picked  up  again  in  1974 
with  the  construction  of  levels  two  and  three  over  the  center.  The 
entire  cost  was  $83,884.12,  a real  bargain  due  to  the  recession  and 
the  shortage  of  jobs  for  small  construction  firms.  Low  bid  was 
$74,807.00  while  the  top  bid  was  over  $100,000.00.  The  Moyen  Con- 
struction Company  of  Southboro,  who  built  the  1971  addition,  was 
again  the  contractor  and  the  architect  was  Washburn-Luther  Associ- 
ates. The  impetus  for  this  project  came  when  Mayor  Macomber  and 
the  City  Council  approved  $20,000.00  in  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for 
Library  ^se.  The  balance  of  the  money  came  from  unexpended  in- 
terest from  funds  held  by  the  Library  Trustees. 

Construction  was  on  schedule  almost  all  the  way  (from  a beginn- 
ing in  June)  and  the  new  area  opened  in  November.  Level  two,  corres- 
ponding to  the  Main  floor  of  the  Library,  became  the  Technical 
Services  Department,  for  the  first  time  bringing  together  in  one 
area  the  acquisition,  cataloging  and  preparation  of  books  and  audio- 
visual materials.  All  cataloging  in  the  building  was  also  central- 
ized, helping  further  to  create  an  even  flow  of  work  on  materials 
from  the  initial  ordering  to  the  moment  the  books  and  A. Vs  are 
available  for  loan  to  the  public. 

Level  three  corresponding  to  the  mezzanine  level  in  the  old 
building  became  a combination  business  office  and  Librarian- 
Trustee  Room.  One  of  the  features  of  the  1974  budget  was  the 
allowance  of  a new  part-time  position  for  the  Library.  With  the 
shifting  of  duties  in  the  regular  staff  this  allowed  Mrs.  Leonie 
Ingalls,  already  in  a full-time  position,  to  become  Secretary  to 
tho  Lj.uj.ciij.au  as  well  as  retain  her  duties  as  Business  Records 
Librarian.  Her  desk  is  just  outside  the  Librarian’s  office  and 
her  presence  greatly  expedites  APL  communications  and  correspon- 
dence . 

The  area  vacated  by  the  movement  of  cataloging  operations  has 
become  the  Audio-Visual  Room  now  open  to  the  public.  Housed  here 
are  the  stereo,  record  collection  and  microfilm  viewers. 

The  rearrangement  of  the  Reference  Room  and  Reference  Desk  and 
moving  the  public  catalog  back  against  the  south  wall,  created 
considerable  more  space  and  allowed  seating  for  four  additional 
readers . 
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Numerous  other  improvements  include  the  replacement  of  the 
original  ’’fortress”  type  doors  with  modern  glass  doors  with 
crash  bars,  giving  a more  open,  accessible  look  to  the  front 
of  the  building.  The  installation  of  a new  outdoor  sign 
depicting  Attleboro  Public  Library  hours,  designed  by  Coolidge 
Signs,  has  brought  much  favorable  comment.  New  shelving 
arrived  to  absorb  an  additional  800  books.  Almost  all  wall 
space  in  the  newer  parts  of  the  Library  have  been  used  for 
supplementary  shelving,  and  it  has  become  obvious  that  we  are 
going  to  run  out  of  shelf  space  before  the  end  of  the  70’s 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS 


The  APL  moved  forward  in  public  relations  when  radio  station 
WARA  offered  the  Library  a five  minute  weekly  radio  program. 

The  spring  series  featured  interviews  with  the  library  staff 
department  heads  noting  their  duties,  programs  and  plans.  In 
the  fall  there  was  a new  series  entitled,  ’’The  Sounds  of  the 
Library”,  using  records  and  cassettes.  The  program  called 
APL  ’74  was  successful  and  will  be  a regular  offering  of  the 
Library  in  1975. 

Another  public  relations  thrust  was  in  advertising  the  Gold 
Room  on  the  second  floor  as  being  available  to  meetings  of 
small  groups.  This  was  formerly  used  as  a Trustee  Room.  The 
year’s  construction  included  the  installation  of  a lavette  and 
sink-cabinet  adjacent  to  the  gold  room  for  the  use  of  the  public. 
The  auditorium  which  connects  the  Gold  Room  is  also  available 
for  public  events. 

The  weekly  Spanish  radio  program  introduced  in  the  late  1973 
and  sponsored  by  Library  Trustees  continued  to  be  popular.  Mrs. 
Patricia  Zak,  a native  of  Argentina  was  a most  capable  hostess, 
enthusiastic,  articulate  and  personable.  The  hour  program  de- 
signed to  reach  the  more  than  600  Spanish  speaking  people  in 
Attleboro  consisted  of  music,  news  events,  recipes  and  social 
service  information.  The  live  format  encouraged  telephone 
calls,  and  there  were  often  comments  and  requests  for  birthday 
and  anniversary  announcements.  The  program  ran  until  fall 
when  Mrs.  Zak  retired  to  await  the  birth  of  her  child.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  plans  to  resume  the  program  with 
Mrs.  Zak.  reaffirming  the  Library’s  involvement  with  the 
Spanish  speaking  peoples  of  Attleboro. 

NATIONAL  LIBRARY  WEEK 


The  Library  decided  to  have  a vigorous  NLW  celebration  in 
April  because  the  auditorium  would  have  to  be  used  for  office 
space  during  the  construction,  and  staff  time  would  later  be 
generally  constricted. 
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NATIONAL  LIBRARY  WEEK:  continued 

Presentations  during  the  busy  week  were: 

1.  An  illustrated  lecture-slide  presentation  on  sailing 
up  the  Maine  Coast  by  Harris  E.  Adriance. 

2.  Four  craft  lecture-demonstrations  featuring  decoupage, 
tinsel  painting  and  flower  craft, 

3,  A film  program  for  Spanish  speaking  children. 

4,  Downtown  displays  related  to  Library  activities. 

5,  A two  day  book  fair  featuring  displays  of  over  1,000 
paperbacks  on  sale  to  patrons,  courtesy  of  the  A & A 
Distributors  of  Holbrook. 

6.  Visits  of  school  classes  for  instruction  and  fun. 

PERSONNEL 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  City  Solicitor  and  City  Bargaining 
Agent  and  the  Personnel  Director,  the  Library  has  an  operative 
staff  organization  chart  which  reflects  more  what  individual  posi- 
tions actually  entail  as  well  as  instituting  equal  pay  for  similar 
work  done.  A minimum-maximum  wage  scale  has  been  introduced  by 
the  City  for  the  first  time.  Collective  Bargaining  has  brought 
another  series  of  fringe  benefits  for  the  staff  besides  6%  raises 
July  1,  1974  and  6%  again  July  1,  1975. 

The  35  hour  week  effective  January  1,  1974  (from  a previous  37§ 
hour  work  week) ; Longevity  pay  for  employees  who  have  worked  over 
10  years,  beginning  at  $100.00  through  $250.00  for  25  years;  adop- 
tion by  the  City  of  the  Master  Medical  Plan,  the  City  paying  three 
quarters  of  payments  as  previously. 

The  Library  has  received  a new  twenty  hour  a week  part-time 
positio’^  wh'ch  effectively  eased  the  way  for  instituting  the 
Staff  reorganization. 

Mrs.  Lillian  DeBlois  resigned  and  Mrs.  Greta  Dow  has  returned 
to  the  staff  as  Circulation  Librarian.  Other  new  part-time  per- 
sonnel also  joined  the  library.. 


GIFTS 

One  gift  of  note  was  the  TI  3R20  calculator,  donated  anonymously. 
It  is  available  with  our  other  audio-visual  equipment  to  circulate 
overnight  to  the  public.  The  other  gift  is  the  $200.00  check  from 
the  Lion’s  Club  for  the  purchase  of  large  print  books.  For  these 
and  for  the  dozens  of  books  contributed  annually  the  Library  is 
always  grateful. 
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PARKING 

Parking  is  a perennial  problem  which  tends  to  surface  every 
so  often.  There  is  an  acute  situation  since  the  YMCA  took  over 
the  corner  parking  lot  (across  the  street!  for  their  new  build- 
ing. Two  actions  appear  to  have  helped  somewhat,  one  was  erect- 
ing signs  marked  "two  hour  parking”  along  the  south  stone  wall, 
which  is  actually  Library  property.  The  second  is  a request  to 
the  Mayor  asking  that  the  thirteen  parking  spaces  along  North 
Main  Street  and  parallel  to  the  Y be  made  "two  hour  parking” 
also.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  City’s  Ordinance  Committee  was 
considering  the  idea  together  with  other  options,  on  city  wide 
parking  problems. 

This  has  been  a busy  year  at  the  Library,  Overall  circulation 
fell  off  slightly,  because  of  the  drop  in  children's  use  of  the 
Bookmobile,  The  circulation  and  use  of  the  Central  Building 
showed  a gain , however , particularly  toward  the  end  of  the  year. 

Traditional ly , libraries  have  been  well  patronized  during  times 
of  economic  recession  and  the  Library  stands  by  to  be  as  helpful 
as  possible  to  the  numbers  of  temporarily  unemployed  in  the  Attle- 
boro area.  The  Library  enters  1975  with  a firm  sense  of  purpose 
to  be  a vigorous  and  serving  community  member.

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  1974  was  a challenging  and 
rewarding  year  in  the  Junior  Library.  There  was  a slight  gain 
in  circulation,  always  a pleasure  to  report  because  it  is  an 
indication  that  our  programs  are  reaching  and  stimulating  a 
larger  number  of  patrons.

These  have  been  greatly  appreciated  as  indicated  by  comments 
from  both  children  and  parents  of  the  many  youngsters  who 
attended  our  pre-school  --tory  hours , Christmas  craft  progr’ams 
and  the  variety  of  summer  activities,  Mrs.  Rowell  and  I ai*e 
especially  proud  of  the  decorated  plate  given  to  us  in  appre- 
ciation for  the  special  three  week  coui'se  in  the  use  of  the 
libr-ary  we  prepared  and  presented  to  the  3rd  grade  at  Farmers 
School .

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
1974 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of 
the  Municipal  Council 

Gentlemen : 

1974  was  an  active  year  for  the  Planning  Board  as  work  continued 
on  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  revision  and  updating  began  on  the 
Comprehensive  Plan  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the 
Subdivision  of  Land.  The  Board  continued  to  speak  out  on  local 
and  regional  planning  matters. 

Planning  Board  Chairman  Judith  Robbins  and  Board  member  William 
Brennan  attended  one  meeting  in  January  before  resigning  to  assume 
their  elective  positions  on  the  Municipal  Council,  Vice  Chairman 
John  Sullivan  assumed  the  chairmanship  and  in  March  was  elected 
to  that  position  with  Ernani  Vergano  as  Vice  Chairman  and  Marilyn 
Pozzo  as  Secretary.  Irene  Kane  was  returned  to  the  Board  and 
Paul  Scanlon  was  appointed  to  fill  the  other  vacancy.  When  Mr. 
Scanlon  resigned  because  of  business  pressure  Manuel  Desourdy 
was  appointed  to  fill  his  position.  Committee  assignments  were 
Comprehensive  Plan  Committee,  Chairman  David  Schlothauer,  Ernani 
Vergano  and  Marilyn  Pozzo ; and  Subdivision  Committee,  Chairman 
Clifford  Swanson,  Robert  Mawney  and  Willis  Newton.  Municipal 
Affairs  were  handled  by  Chairman  Sullivan. 

The  Comprehensive  Plan  Committee’s  work  on  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
was  halted  mid-year  because  an  up-to-date  zoning  map  was  not 
available.  The  updated  map  was  nearly  complete  as  the  year  ended 
and  plans  were  made  to  resume  work  with  the  continuing  help  of 
Donald  Schmidt,  a local  expert  on  planning  and  zoning.  The  Board 
was  gratified  when  the  Municipal  Council  enacted  an  amendment  to 
the  present  Zoning  Ordinance  prohibiting  construction  of  multi- 
family  housing  for  a period  not  to  exceed  two  years.  The  Board 
had  recommended  such  action  after  much  research  and  discussion 
because  of  its  concern  with  the  disproportionately  large  number 
of  outstanding  permits  for  apartment  construction.  The  Board 
concluded  that  a study  should  be  made  to  determine  whether  more 
apartments  were  needed,  their  impact  on  city  services,  and  whether 
they  were  paying  their  fair  share  towards  such  services.  Also, 
the  pending  Zoning  Ordinance  should  be  enacted  before  more  permits 
for  multi-family  housing  wer-p  issued.  The  Comprehensive  Plan 
updating  was  begun  in  preparation  for  submission  to  the  Mayor 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Home  Rule  Charter.  When 
the  Mayor  has  presented  the  Plan  to  the  Council  and  it  has  been 
adopted  by  them,  all  Council  matters  relating  to  the  Plan  will 
be  referred  to  the  Board  for  its  recommendations  and  then  final 
Council  action  on  such  matters  will  be  reported  to  the  Board.  At 
the  end  of  each  year  the  Board  will  summarize  and  assess  the  effect 
of  all  such  actions  and  recommend  amendments  which  will  keep  the 
plan  up-to-date  and  maintain  consistency  between  long-range  plans 
and  current  policy. 
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Report  of  the  Planning  Board  continued: 

The  Subdivision  Committee,  in  addition  to  checking  all  plans  for 
subdivisions,  related  soil  studies,  street  elimination  requests, 
and  zoning  change  requests,  started  a comprehensive  review  and 
revision  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision 
of  Land.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  submitted  drawings  de- 
tailing street,  utility,  and  related  requirements.  A public 
hearing  was  held  on  the  revised  document  and  the  committee  was 
making  final  adjustments  at  year’s  end  before  recommending  final 
acceptance  by  the  Board.  Council  action  to  rezone  land  on  Collins 
Street  to  Industrial  instead  of  the  Board-recommended  Industrial  , 

P caused  the  Board  to  petition  for,  and  the  Council  to  change  to 
the  desired  Industrial  P designation  and  to  provide  for  adequate 
buffer  zones.  A continuing  concern  has  been  the  problem  presented 
by  the  large  number  of  unaccepted  streets  in  the  City.  After  re- 
search and  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  recommend  that  the 
Municipal  Council  initiate  action  to  accept  newly-completed  sub- 
division streets  when  advised  by  the  Board  of  such  completion. 

The  problem  of  older  unaccepted  streets  continued  to  plague  the 
Board  because  of  building  permit  requests  on  such  streets,  as  do 
city  improvements  to  unaccepted  streets  under  performance  bond 
requirement.  Preliminary  and  definite  plans  were  submitted  for 
consideration  by  Morse  Sand  and  Gravel  Corp.  for  the  city’s  largest 
subdivision,  the  proposed  Oak  Hill  Estates,  to  place  126  lots  on 
about  70  acres  and  to  include  about  10  acres  of  wet  lands.  Board 
approval  had  not  been  given  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Board  re- 
viewed the  proposal  to  change  the  one-way  direction  of  Railroad 
Avenue  and  made  recommendations  to  avert  possible  dangerous  in- 
tersections. There  was  a continuing  concern  for  the  many  other 
dangerous  intersections  in  the  city  including  those  affected  by 
the  need  for  work  and  traffic  lights  on  Washington  Street  and  the 
long-planned  widening  of  Pleasant  Street  and  installation  of  traffic 
lights.  It  was  further  stressed  that  the  necessary  improvements 
to  the  Brook  Street,'  Park  Street  and  G’Neil  Boulevard  intersection 
should  be  made.  For  general  safety,  there  is  a need  for  better 
enforcement  of  the  corner  lot  ordinance,  especially  in  relation  to 
height  and  set-back  requirement  for  obstructions. 

In  March,  Irene  Kane  became  SRPEDD  Delegate,  a post  which  had  been 
vacant  since  the  resignation  of  William  Brennan.  The  Board  responded 
to  creg’ional  waste  questionnaire  to  aid  in  the  SRPEDD  Solid  Waste 
Management  Study.  In  October,  SRPEDD  requested  designation  as  the 
agency  to  conduct  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency’s  208  Water 
Quality  Study.  This  two  year  study,  fully  federally  funded,  would 
cost  between  $100,000  and  $200,000,  at  a per  capita  rate  of  $1.25 
to  $1.75.  If  a regional  group  were  not  designated,  the  study  would 
be  done  by  the  State  without  local  imput  and  federal  funds.  The 
study  would  include  the  projected  growth  of  the  area  for  the  next 
20  years  and  its  impact  on  the  river,  the  water  supply  for  drinking 
purposes^  and  the  ground  water  flow  to  the  river.  The  goal  would 
be  to  achieve  a "B”  water  classification  to  permit  swimming  and 
fishing  in  the  river.  The  Board  had  objected  to  further  study  of 
the  Ten  Mile  River  on  the  basis  that  numerous  studies  had  been 
conducted  without  subsequent  enforcement  of  the  present  clean-up 
regulations.  However,  they  were  informed  by  SRPEDD  Representative 
Steve  Smith  that  past  studies  would  be  used  and  cost  per  capita 
would  decrease  accordingly.  The  Board  was  distressed  to  learn  (71.) 
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Rei^ort  of  the  Planning  Boaid  continued: 

that  SRPEDD , in  an  expansion  move  necessitated  by  the  water  study, 
had  decided  to  leave  Taunton  and  move  to  the  less^centr al ly  l0“ 
cated  Marion, 

The  Municipal  Affairs  Committee  continued  to  review  offers  to 
purchase  city^owned-land  and  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal  applications 
and  decisions.  All  actions  taken  by  the  Building  Inspector  re= 
lative  to  violations  were  reviewed,

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WOP DEPARTMENT 

1974 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen : 

It  was  a year  of  extremes  whereby  we  were  trying  to  "make  do" 
for  the  first  six  months  with  the  balance  of  an  18  month  budget 
which  was  initially  prepared  ove^r  two  years  previously  by  my 
predecessor.  Mid-year  we  were  all  elated  to  receive  funds  in 
the  new  budget  for  more  needed  trucks,  special  equipment  and  a 
major  road  rehabilitation  project.  By  the  years  end  we  were  very 
awarc'  of  the  impact  of  shortages,  inflationary  prices  and  fuel 
adjustment  charges  which  curtailed  many  of  our  optional  service 
activities. 

A summary  of  our  accomplishments  and  f)bjectives  include  the 
following  : 

ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENGINEERING 

With  the  early  move  to  City  Hall  Annex  and  the  acquisition  of 
two  engineers  from  the  E E A Program  we  were  devf; loping  a sound 
office  staff  until  set  back  at  the  end  of  the^  year  by  the  retire- 
ment of  Myrtle  Johnson  and  the  transfer  Josephine  Mayer.  An 
additional  clerical  load  is  being  assumed  with  the  billing  of  the 
new  Sewer  Use  Charge. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


Most  of  our  manpower  and  equipment  was  committed  to  a high 
priority  "earth"  moving  Job  as  we  cleaned  out  20  - one  acre  filter 
beds,  at  the  sewage  treatment  plant  early  in  the  year.  Highway 
personnel  also  constructed  the  cement  block  pumping  station  at 
Luther  Dam,  which  was  anything  but  routine  by  nature.  After  a 
disastrous  "pot  hole"  season  in  the  spring  our  road  crews  proved 
to  be  equal  to  the  task  of  preparing  over  15  miles  of  streets  for 
asphalt  sealing  with  stone  chip  cover  as  outlined  hereafter  One 
particular  new  piece  of  equipment  worthy  of  note  was  the  vacuum 
catch  basin  cleaner  with  high  pressure  sewer  jet, 

WATER  DIVISION 

The  demand  for  new  service  connections  was  not  appreciably 
dropped  in  spite  of  the  turn  of  the  national  economy.  One 
aspect  of  public  service  which  has  no  satisfaction  is  the  con- 
tinual replacement  of  damaged  hydrants,  past  iculai'ly  those  hit 
by  stolen  vehicles  whereby  there  is  no  compensation  to  the  city. 
Our  water  supply  and  distribution  systems  were  severe*  ly  taxed  with 
29  days  having  a consumption  of  over  10  million  gallons  oi  water 
per  day  with  a new  peak  high  day  of  10,99  MG 
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Report  of  the  Public  Works  Department  continued: 

WATER  DIVISION  continued: 

In  December  we  had  a somewhat  novel  experience  with  the 
rupture  of  the  base  plate  of  the  5 MG  water  tank  on  Ides  Hill. 

WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL 

The  task  of  handling  inflows  of  up  to  7.5  million  gallons 
of  sewage  a day  in  an  old  plant  which  was  modified  to  a design 
capacity  of  4.0  MG  continues  to  establish  a priority  for  the 
services  of  all  available  man  power.  Although  the  results  of 
sealing  most  of  our  old  sewer  mains  was  noteworthy  there  is 
still  much  work  to  be  done  in  policing  our  lines  to  reduce 
inflow  from  unwarranted  sources,  both  by  volume  which  overloads 
the  plant  and  by  content  which  at  times  serves  to  incapacitate 
the  plant  digester  system. 

We  have  continued  to  do  work  for  several  other  municipal 
departments  and  wish  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  which  was 
extended  to  us,  particularly  by  the  Civil  Defense  Director  in 
our  quest  for  surplus  military  property. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  1 was  privileged  to  serve  as 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  Water  Works  Association  and 
Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Water  Works  Association  in  New 
England . 

I hereby  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  clerks  and  the  men 
who  make  up  the  department  of  Public  Works  for  their  efforts 
to  provide  the  type  of  service  people  have  come  to  expect  of  us.

Once  again  this  report  can  only  be  accurate  from  June  through  the  end 
o'  197^  due  to  the  change  in  personnel. 

At  the  end  of  June  we  were  confronted  with  many  unusual  c ircuristances 
09  working  member  of  the  Board  transferred  to  another  department , and  the 
oner  absent  due  to  illness,  left  at  the  same  time.  Within  twenty-four  hours 
ts  two  non-working  members  were  faced  with  picking  up  the  pieces  and 
ptting  them  together  to  determine  where  we  stood  in  addition  to  carrying 
0 the  everyday  functions  of  the  office.  With  the  hiring  of  a clerk  and 
09  Board  member  working  full  time,  we  were  able  to  bring  everything  up  to 
dte  and  despite  the  inexperience  of  the  office  staff,  we  are  happy  to 
rport  that  the  office  is  running  very  efficiently  due  to  their  competence 
al  cooperation.

HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 
1974 


Four  meetings  were  held  at  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  with 
Commission  members  and  Associate  members  present » 

The  Burial  Ground  sign  project  is  near  completion.  The  authenti- 
cation of  houses  in  Attleboro  lived  in  by  Revolutionary  War  Soldiers 
is  being  made  with  citizen  participation;  there  are  600  names  of 
soldiers  listed  . 

The  collection  consisting  of  the  original  map  of  Attleborough, 
dated  1694,  pictures,  post  cards,  newspaper  clippings,  documents, 
and  trivia  is  being  continuously  added  to  through  the  generosity  of 
the  people  of  Attleboro.  The  material  is  stored,  catalogued  and 
card  indexed  in  the  Public  Library  vault.  There  will  soon  be  a re- 
quirement for  a larger  permanent  storage  area . Ruth  Nerney  is  chair- 
man of  Collections  and  Henry  Pelletier  was  recently  made  Sports 
History  Chairman, 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a printing  be  made  of  the  Burial 
Ground  Book  to  assist  people  in  finding  graves  of  family  members. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Attleboro  History  be  brought  up  to 
date  . 

A bus  tour  to  Attleboro  Historical  Sites  for  the  elderly  can  be 
arranged  if  interest  is  indicated. 

The  Toll  House  at  Mendon  Road  and  Washington  Street  has  possibili- 
ties of  being  recognized  and  accepted  as  a historical  site. 

War  site  markers  have  been  suggested  to  be  placed  on  the  Militia 
Training  Field  on  Newport  Avenue  and  the  Zephinah  Bishop  House  on 
the  corner  of  Bishop  Street  and  Pike  Avenue  where  a blacksmith  shop 
and  forge  were  located  where  guns  for  soldiers  were  manufactured. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  sites  are  scheduled  to  be 
marked  as  historic  sites: 

1.  The  first  church  in  this  parish  - 1743 

2.  The  first  jewelry  shop.

Four  public  hearings  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  were 
held  and  acted  upon. 

Attleboro  has  agreed  to  become  part  of  the  Water  Watch  Program, 

This  program  is  designed  to  collect  and  maintain  in  a permanent 
file,  water  level  readings  that  occur  on  streams,  wetlands,  and 
bodies  of  water  within  each  community  in  Massachusetts,  Eight  staff 
gages  and  29  measuring  stations  are  to  be  installed  at  various  lo- 
cations in  Attleboro,  From  these  gages  and  stations  records  of 
monthly  and  extreme  water  level  elevations  can  be  maintained.  This 
information  will  be  invaluable  to  local,  state,  and  federal  agencies 
for  flood  plan  management  and  land  use  planning.  Volunteers  have 
been  secured  to  read  these  gages. 

Meetings  have  been  at  tended  regarding  the  future  of  Hemlock  Swamp 
as  a tri-town  acquisition  with  Norton  and  Rehoboth, 

An  inventory  and  evaluation  of  the  East  Junction  area  off  Route  152 
in  the  Hebronville  section  was  made  by  the  Bristol  Conservation  Dis- 
trict. This  is  now  under  study  by  the  Commission  for  possible  future 
acquisition  as  a wildlife  and  nature  study  area. 

The  acquisition  of  Oak  Hill  and  its  preservation  for  present  and 
future  generations  of  Attleboro  is  being  studied. 

By  a vote  of  the  City  (Council,  39  acres  in  the  Chartley  Brook  area 
were  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  This 
makes  a total  of  approximately  400  acres  of  land  now  preserved  within 
the  city. 

From  all  indications,  1975  should  prove-  to  be  a,  very  busy  year 
for  the  Attleboro  Conservation  Commission,

INTRODUCTION 


Within  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense,  City  of  Attleboro,  there 
are  several  Divisions,  each  Division  encompassing  various  areas 
of  service  and  responsibility,  and  where  particular  personal 
talents  lie. 

These  Divisions  come  under  the  operational  and  administrative 
control  of  the  Office  of  the  Director  and  include  a.  Rescue 
Division,  Communications  Division,  and  K-9  and  Search  Division. 

In  this  report,  each  Division  is  listed  with  a gist  of  its 
operations  and  respons i bi 1 i tes , overall  procedures,  new  equip- 
ment obtained  during  this  period  of  coverage,  etc, 

I am  proud  to  state  that  in  manhours  alone,  the  members  of  the 
various  Divisions  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  have  volunteered 
a total  of  14,747  manhours  of  service  to  the  City  of  Attleboro. 

This  service  is  of  various  types  which  further  sections  of 
this  report  will  bring  out.  These  manhours  are  equivalc'nt  to 
those  that  would  be  put  in  during  one  year  by  seven  full  time 
workers  and  one  part  time  worker  to  the  city.  At  an  average  wage 
of  $3.00  per  hour,  this  has  effectively  resulted  in  a savings 
of  $44,231.00  in  service  to  the  City  of  Attleboro. 

The  value  that  could  be  set  by  those  of  our  citizens  that  have 
been  s€;rved  by  the  Rescue  Division  when  injure’d  or  suddenly  taken 
ill,  or  to  the  mother  of  a 5 year  old  lost,  child,  it  would  indeed 
be  difficult  to  measure  monitarily. 
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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  continued: 

The  value  to  the  city  in  terms  of  trained  and  available  talent 
in  these  areas  in  relation  to  the  mitigation  of  the  effects  of  a 
disaster  or  emergency  situation  would  also  be  difficult  to  deter- 
mine. Certainly  none  of  us  is  hoping  for  a disaster  to  come 
along. so  that  we  can  find  out. 

ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

The  Office  of  the  Director  provides  the  administrative  and 
I operational  control  of  all  Divisions  of  the  Department  ; as  well 
as  providing  the  liason , planning  and  coordinating  functions 
within  the  city  in  advance  of  and  during  emergency  or  disaster 
I situations . 

I 

! 

The  Office  of  the  Director  consists  of  the  Director  of  Civil 
I Defense,  Deputy  Director  of  Civil  Defense,  and  a staffing  of 
part-time  secretaries.  This  office  has  been  responsible  for  the 
accounting  of  520  paid  manhours  of  service  from  the  Director, 

! 1545  volunteer  hours  from  the  Director,  1275  volunteer  hours  from 
the  Deputy  Director,  and  850  hours  time  donated  by  the  various 
secretarial  personnel.  The  Office  of  Civil  Defense  also  received 
volunteer  assistance  from  the  National  Secretary's  Association, 
however,  manhours  are  unavailable  in  this  area. 

The  office  is  highly  active  on  a daily  basis  with  the  command 
and  control  and  administrative  functions  within  the  Department 
itself,  as  well  as  in  the  coordinating  functions  for  the  city. 

Major  projects  during  the  year  have  included  new  and  expanded 
informational  banks,  improvement  of  mobilization  systems,  modifica- 
tion of  divisional  Operational  Procedures,  a comprehensive  set  of 
General  Orders  for  the  conduct  of  the  members  and  the  Divisions, 
and  coordination  of  training  of  personnel. 

Outgoing  projects  have  included  management  and  acquisition 
within  the  surplus  and  Excess  Property  programs,  the  On  Site 
Assistance  project,  public  lectures  and  education  programs, 
coordination  for  in-school  Civil  Defense  training,  city-wide 
mobilization  plans  and  testing,  exercises  for  Department  Heads 
in  the  city,  and  liason  for  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  in  those 
areas  of  responsibility  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense. 

Many  of  these  projects  will  be  discussed  in  depth  in  seperate 
sections  of  this  report. 
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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  continued: 

ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  COMMUNICATIONS  DIVISION 

This  Division  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  consists  of  twelve 
volunteers  who  have  accounted  for  4225  manhours  during  the  period 
of  coverage.  Their  service  is  devided  into  several  areas. 

The  Communications  Division  is  responsible  for  the  conduct  of 
periodic  radio  testing  on  all  frequencies  utilized  by  or  sponsored 
by  the  department.  It  is  further  responsible  for  radio  inter- 
cept monitor  missions,  and  radio  dispatch  and  control  of  Civil 
Defense  forces.  This  also  includes  forces  from  organizations 
or  surrounding  communities  which  might  become  involved  in  assist- 
ing our  community  in  any  particular  situation.  They  are  also 
responsible  for  a large  portion  of  the  conduct  of  city-wide  Depart- 
ment Head  mobilization,  and  in  line  with  this,  to  prepare  and 
secure  the  Emergency  Operations  Center  for  use. 

They  operate  a technical  radio  advice  service  for  any  city 
department  or  service  organization  which  might  request  such 
assistance.  During  this  period  coverage,  this  service  ha^  included 
a monitor  mission,  subsequent  research  and  analysis,  and  final 
report  to  the  Committee  on  Emergency  Communications  for  ambulance 
to  hospital  communications  for  Sturdy  Memoi  ial  Hospital.  They 
have  assisted  in  the  tracing  of  sources  of  radio  interference,  and 
are  also  responsible  to  insure  propriety  of  procedure  and  radio 
conduct  for  radios  serving  the  department , 

The  Division  conducts  a nightly  radio  dispatch  for  local  Civil 
Defense  forces,  and  an  informational  reference  service  as  re- 
quired and  requested  by  rescue,  fire,  and  police  services.  They 
monitor  all  area  emergency  services  communications  broadcasts, 
as  well  as  area  weather  information,  in  order  to  increase  awareness 
of  situations  of  stress,  and  to  enhance  the  mobilization  of  forces. 

The  Communications  Center  is  located  in  the  City  Hall  Annex, 
Emergency  Operations  Center,  During  this  period  of  coverage  there 
have  been  administrative  improvements  of  a major  order,  command 
and  control  changes,  procedural  improvements,  expansion  of  radio 
repair  programs,  and  several  new  pieces  of  equipment  added. 

The  center  is  equipped  with  the  capacity  for  message  handling 
and  routing  via  telephone,  police,  fire,  local  Civil  Defense, 

Area  Civil  Defense,  Citizen’s  Band,  and  Amateur  Radio  services. 

This  is  conducted  in  direct  support  of  the  Mayor  and  the  various 
Department  Heads  to  improve  response  and  procedures  in  time  of 
emergency  and  in  mitigating  the  effects  of  disaster.  The  center 
also  maintains  the  capability  of  monitoring  several  area  emergepcy 
services  frequencies,  such  as  State  Police,  Logan  Weather,  etc., 
although  two-way  communications  are  not  available  on  these  fre- 
quencies . 
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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  continued: 

The  Division  also  maintains  an  in~progress  project  involving 
the  completion  of  a mobile  communications  van.  This  van,  when 
completed,  will  offer  mapping  facilities.  Citizen's  Band,  Local 
Civil  Defense,  Area  Civil  Defense,  Police,  and  Fire  two-way 
communications.  This  van  would  be  used  in  situations  such  as 
searches  of  wooded  areas  for  lost  children,  where  on  the  scene 
control  of  forces  involved  is  more  practical  than  communications 
center  control.  This  vehicle  will  have  the  capacity  for  full 
operations  while  enroute ; and  when  on  the  scene  can  either  tap 
volunteered  house  current  or  operate  from  a portable  generator 
' already  acquired, 

I There  have  been  several  special  projects  conducted  during 

this  period  of  coverage.  These  included  support  for  the 
Bike-a-thon,  Walk-a-thon,  4th  of  July  activities,  and  a special 
■ highway  safety  watch  during  the  Labor  Day. Weekend, 

The  Division  is  trained  and  tested  in  all  modes  of  communica- 
I tions  control  and  unique  local  requirements.  They  have  a tested 
mobilization  plan,  and  have  engaged  in  three  outdoor  exercises 
during  the  year.  They  have  maintained  training  in  first  aid  and 
emergency  care  and  basic  Civil  Defense  procedures. 

I During  the  year  the  Communications  Division  participated  in 

! two  search  operations  and  in  the  Civil  Defense  exercise  BEAUFORT 
"74" 

1 

;!  Entirely  new  equipment  this  year  includes  new  antenna  structures, 

portable  hand-held  transceivers,  police  and  fire  transceivers,  and 
a license  and  transceiver  on  a low  band  FM  frequency  for  local 
Civil  Defense  communications.  This  new  frequency  and  network 
will  be  expanded  to  include  radio  control  and  integration  of  pri- 
vate home  receivers,  transceivers  in  privately  owned  cars,  in 
I Civil  Defense  vehicles,  and  will  ultimately  provide  a basic 
local  disaster  net  for  radio  communications  with  such  depart- 
' ments  as  the  school  department . 

' ACTIVITES  OF  THE  K-9  DIVISION 

-|  The  -1-9  Division  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  consists  of 

an  on-call  dog  handler  and  two  alternate  handlers.  The  Division 
i operates  two  attack  and  search  trained  German  Shepards  and  one 
i trained  Blood  Hound. 

I The  Division  can  be  mobilized  by  the  Office  of  the  Director 

1 for  any  search  type  activity  within  the  community.  The  dogs 

I'  are  also  available  upon  direct  request  from  the  duty  officer  at 

the  Police  Department  for  such  uses  as  crowd  control.  The  Divi- 
sion is  lent  out  automatically  to  any  surrounding  community  to 
fill  their  emergency  requirements  due  to  the  immediate  need  of 
having  a dog  on  the  scene  as  soon  as  possible  during  search  and 
crowd  control  situations. 
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During  the  period  of  coverage „ the  K-9  Division  assisted  the 
local  Police  Department  on  several  occasions  and  was  used  on 
a standby  basis  for  other  situations  of  stress.  These  in- 
cluded disturbances  at  barbiques,,  parties,  and  in  the  Common 
area.  The  dogs  have  also  been  called  in  an  used  by  the 
North  Attleboro  Police  Department  in  such  areas  as  Jack 
Witschi's  Sports  Arena, 

During  1974,  the  dogs  were  called  in  to  assist  in  the  search 
for  two  lost  persons.  On  one  occasion  the  party  was  an  elderly 
gentleman  who  wandered  away  from  home  and  was  located  prior  to 
initiation  of  actual  search  procedures  by  the  dogs;  and  on  the 
other  occasion  the  dog  did  track  the  lost  person  thru  the  woods. 
This  party  was  subsequently  located  on  a public  street  in  the 
area  . 

The  K-9  Division  was  responsible  for  the  donation  of  over  82 
manhours  during  the  year  and  also  participated  in  several  public 
displays  and  demonstrations  in  the  city  and  in  surrounding 
communities . 

RESCUE  DIVISION'S  ACTIVITIES 


The  Rescue  Division  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  consists  of 
the  South  Attleboro  Rescue  Squad.  This  squad,  which  averaged 
18  members,  all  volunteers,  maintains  an  office  area  at  607  New- 
port Avenue,  which  they  share  with  the  Office  of  the  Director. 

The  vehicles  are  not  housed  when  not  in  service  and  are  main- 
tained at  829  Newport  Avenue , 

The  Division  operates  a fully  equipped  medium  duty  rescue  truck 
capable  of  disaster  rescue,  extrication,  scuba  diving,  and  with 
effective  patient  support  and  transportation  facilities.  The 
vehicle  is  a converted  1963  Ford-Step-van  with  an  all  aluminum, body . 
Its  overall  condition  is  good,  and  throughout  the  year  periodic 
maintenance  has  been  performed  to  keep  it  in  acce;ptable  working 
order.  Work  has  been  performed  on  improving  the  electrical 
system,  brakes,  and  clutch,  with  a factory  rebuilt  engine  in- 
stalled during  1973.  Repairs  to  equipment  can  ted  on  the  vehicles 
have  included  the  rebuilding  of  a gasoline  operated  high-speed 
saw.  New  equipment  has  included  patient  support  equipment,  hand 
tools,  pry  bars,  etc.  This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  police  and 
Citizen’s  Band  communications. 

The  Rescue  Division  also  maintains  a fully  equipped  ambulance 
capable  of  light  extrication  and  intensified  patient  support 
and  trans|3ortat  ion . The  vehicle  is  a 1964  Cadillac  Ambulance 
with  some  modifications  to  suit  rescue  requirements.  Repairs 
of  the  vehicle  during  this  period  of  coverage  have  included 
major  tuning,  front  end  repair,  two  exhaust  systems,  trans- 
mission repair,  extensive  electrical  re-wiring,  as  well  as  oil 
changes  and  the  like.  Equipped  added  to  the  vehicle  has  largely 
been  in  the  patient  support  realm,  such  as  backboards,  improved 
patient  security  and  splinting,  vital  signs  facilities,  aspiration 
equipment,  etc.  The  vehicle  is  equipped  with  police  and  Citizen's 
Band  communications. 
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RESCUE  DIVISION 'S  ACTIVITIES  continued. 

Lastly,  the  Division  maintains  a 12  foot  stainless  steel  boat 
and  trailer,  with  a small  gasoline  operated  motoi' . The  boat  is 
equipped  with  water  and  ice  rescue  equipment  and  the  squad  has 
use  and  maintenance  of  a second  flat  bottom  boat. 

The  18  members  of  the  Division  have  been  responsible  for  6585 
manhours  of  volunteer  time  during  1974  and  have  responded  to  226 
calls  for  rescue  assistance  The  majority  of  calls  are  accident 
traumma  cases.  From  these  calls,  142  patients  were  treated  and 
transported,  largely  to  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.  These  members 
have  received  training  in  light  duty  rescue  and  extrication 
techniques;  10  are  certified  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  3 of 
the  10  are  Nationally  Registered  EMT's.  They  have  received  train- 
ing in  radiological  monitoring,  basic  Civil  Defense  procedures  and 
concepts,  search  and  rescue,  traffic  control  and  management.  Ad- 
vanced First  Aid,  Cardiopulmonary  Resusita tion , and  several  other 
areas  of  emergency  services  responsibilities.  The  Division  main- 
tains 1 Emergency  Medical  Technician  Instructor,  5 First  Aid  In- 
structors, 3 Emergency  Preparedness  Instructors,  2 Cardiopulmonary 
Resusitation  Instructors,  and  2 light  Duty  Rescue  Instructors. 

The  Division  has  responded  and  mobilized  for  four  searches 
during  the  year,  provided  lighting  assistance  to  police  officials 
several  times,  covers  all  White  Hawk  Football,  Attleboro  High 
School  Football,  and  Bishop  Feehan  Football  games.  Also,  they 
have  provided  safety  services  to  several  Boy  Scout  projects. 
Tactical  and  Auxiliary  Police  training,  Walk-a-thons , Bike-a- 
thons , and  coverage  of  the  July  4th  activities  in  the  city. 

On  a day  to  day  basis,  the  Rescue  Division  is  responsible  to 
provide  ambulance  coverage  during  certain  pre-agreed  times  of 
the  day  and  locations  of  the  city,  as  wf^ll  as  nrovidine  mutual 
aid  potential  for  Sturdy  Memorial  Rescue  and  those  of  other 
communties.  The  average  daily  coverage  is  6 hours,  giving  each 
man  approximately  8 nights  per  month  of  duty  plus  a further  4 
nights  per  month  combined  local  and  formal  training. 

Calls  for  assistance  are  received  via  the  hot-line  telephone 
from  police  and  fire  officials  or  are  taken  directly  from 
police  radio  communications  which  are  monitored  at  the  Division's 
office.  Response  to  any  accident  call  is  automatic  unless  it  is 
known  and  stipulated  that  there  are  no  injuries.  While  this  does 
result  in  some  unnecessary  responses,  it  cuts  down  the  all  too 
important  waiting  time  for  the  ambulance  to  arrive  when  there 
are  injuries  at  the  scene.  Barring  other  calls,  and  after  tending 
their  patient  responsibilities,  the  rescue  crew  will  often  stay 
on  the  scene  to  assist  with  lighting,  warning  devices,  and  traffic 
control  and  management. 
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RESCUE  DIVISION’S  ACTIVITIES  continued ; 

The  Division  is  also  served  by  an  unpublished  telephone  which 
we  discourage  use  of  for  incoming  calls  for  assistance.  Being 
manned  only  on  a part-time  basis,  we  prefer  calls  to  be  routed 
thru  the  police  dispatcher  who  knows  when  we  are  on  duty  and  can 
reach  us  instantly  via  the  hot-line  telephone. 

The  Headquarters  area  is  quite  small.  Storage  of  bulk  supplies 
is  accomplished  at  the  City  Hall  Annex  or  by  private  storage 
agreement.  The  members  have  a squad  room/office  area,  locker  area, 
and  bathroom  facilities. 

The  Division  has  reached  the  point  in  training  and  capabilities 
where  they  have  outgrown  some  of  the  equipment  being  currently 
used,  this  necessitates  replacement.  There  is  a great  deal  more 
equipment  members  are  trained  to  use  than  we  presently  have  and 
would  require  more  space  than  the  present  vehicle  could  accomodate. 
Their  patient  care  techniques  have  been  upgraded  such  that  there 
is  a definite  need  for  better,  roomier,  and  more  efficient  ambu- 
lance vehicle  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  response  situations,  the 
injured  patients,  and  the  attendent  capabilities, 

ENERG Y CRISIS 

The  Department  engaged  in  several  areas  of  support  during  1974 
then  we  were  faced  with  the  Energy  Crisis. 

Public  information  was  made  available  via  the  local  news  media 
on  methods  of  conserving  fuel  both  at  home  and  in  personal  cars, 

A Home  Heating  Assistance  Council  was  set  up,  and  with  the 
cooperation  of  many  area  fuel  dealers,  was  instrumental  in  resolving 
the  emergency  fuel  requirements  for  home  owners  and  residents  who 
at  one  time  or  another  found  themselves  on  the  "short  end  of  the 
stick." 

An  emergency  gasoline  program  was  initiated  and  carried  out 
with  the  cooperation  of  area  gasoline  dealers  where  identification 
by  card  and  decal  was  initiated.  The  local  physicians,  hospital 
staff,  nurses,  the  Red  Cross,  etc.  were  extended  this  privilege. 

This  directly  resulted  in  the  assistance  in  obtaining  an  adequate 
supply  to  meet  their  requ irc'men ts  regardless  of  the  day-of-the- 
week  or  quota  stipulations.  This  program  proved  highly  sucessful 
largely  because  of  the  need  seen  and  answered  by  area  service 
station  owners, 

PUBLIC  EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING 


DEPARTMENTAL  TRAINING 

The  Office  of  Civil  Defense  maintains  a Training  Officer  who  is 
responsible  to  insure  a high  standard  of  training  for  members  of 
the  Department . 

Training  conducted  dui'ing  the  year  within  vai'ious  divisions  has 
included  an  encompassing  array  oi  emergency  oriented  subjects.  Each  ^ 
Division  is  involved  with  formal  courses  (such  as  American  Red  Cross  '>9 
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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  continued: 

Pl^LIC  EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING  continued; 

Advanced  First  Aid)  and  with  a mimimum  of  two  nights  per  month 
of  local  training  where  they  are  taught  local  equipment,  pro- 
cedures, etc. 

Also,  each  Division  frequently  conducts  day-to-day  on  the 
spot  training  for  duty  personnel. 

The  Training  Officer  volunteered  185  manhours  during  the  year 
in  his  areas  of  responsibility. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  EDUCATION 


During  the  course  of  the  past  year,  coordination  between  local 
school  officials  and  the  state  Civil  Defense  personnel  was  in 
progress.  The  outcome  will  be  an  in-school  teacher  conducted 
course  in  Civil  Preparedness  for  the  students.  This  course  would 
include  explanations  of  Civil  Defense,  disaster  and  emergency 
situations  and  how  to  cope  with  them,  etc. 

EMERGENCY  PREPAREDNESS  COURSE 

During  the  period  of  coverage,  the  Training  Officer  and  the 
Office  of  the  Director  sponsored  and  engaged  in  two  Emergency 
Preparedness  Merit  Badge  courses  for  local  Boy  Scout  applicants 
for  this  merit  badge.  This  course  teaches  coping  with  emergency 
and  disaster  situations,  life-saving  techniques,  search  and 
message  routing  procedures.  It  has  resulted  in  the  development 
of  a Boy  Scout  Search  Team  which  can  be  activated  by  this  office 
thru  a seperately  developed  mobilization  plan  to  assist  local 
emergency  services  in  such  areas  as  lost  children,  etc. 

The  Department  has  received  local,  state,  and  federal  recogni- 
tion for  the  conduct  of  our  courses  and  specifically  for  the 
prepartion  of  a course  outline  in  the  subject,  which  has  now  be- 
come the  state-wide  manual  for  the  course, 

PUBLIC  EDUCATION 

The  Department  has  offered  its  facilities  and  instructors  in 
sponsoring  first  aid  and  related  training  to  the  public  under 
auspices  of  the  American  Red  Cross  and  the  Massachusetts  Heart 
Association,  We  have  accomplished  several  lectures  and  mini- 
courses  both  within  the  school  structure  and  to  civic  and 
church  groups  on  subjects  ranging  from  rescue  operations  to 
hurricanes,  and  have  been  well  received  during  these  lectures. 
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CITY  EMERGENCY  OPERATIONS  CENTER 


The  Emergency  Operations  Center  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
City  Hall  Annex  on  South  Main  Street.  The  complex  comprises  the 
entire  basement  area. 

The  EOC  includes  an  Operations  Room;  Communications  Center  with 
message  handling,  intercommunication  and  telephone  facilities;  Storage 
Room  for  medical,  shelter,  radiological  and  other  Civil  Defense 
equipment:  Radio  Repair  and  General  Maintenance  Room;  Boiler  Room; 
Locker  and  Break  area;  Pre^s  Room  (also  used  for  WARA  EBS  Broadcasting); 
and  a Reception  Area. 

It  is  presently  served  by  two  active  telephone  lines  co-shared  with 
the  Communications  and  Operations  areas.  We  have  access  to  other  lines 
on  call  to  the  telephone  officials  at  New  England  Telephone  Company 
in  the  event  of  an  emergency  or  disaster  situation. 


The  EOC  has  seen  several  improvements  and  modifications  during  the 
past  year.  As  well  as  several  minor  modifications  and  painting  pro- 
jects, there  has  been  a complete  sorting  and  re-arrangement  of  storage 
facilities,  a locker  area  set  up,  and  an  improved  personnel  break  area 
constructed.  Electrical  and  lighting  improvements  have  been  made  in 
some  areas  of  the  complex.  Further  service  improvements  in  other  areas, 
installation  of  bathroom  facilities,  and  ventilation  improvements  are 
on-going  projects. 

Many  changes  have  been  made  to  provide  physical  security  and  better 
access  control , improved  intercommunications,  and  to  overall  make  for 
more  comfortable  and  efficient  operations  during  disaster. 


The  Operations  Room  is  the  heart  of  the  complex,  being  closely 
served  by  the  Communications  Center.  It  has  direct  telephone  access 
to  two  lines,  local  and  area  map  displays,  situation  recording 
boards,  and  a visual  weather  plotting  capacity. 

Message  handling,  Reception  and  Access  Control,  Telephone  Opera- 
tions, and  Recording  are  conducted  by  a volunteer  staffing. 

Seating  in  the  Operations  Room  includes  a control  dias  jointly 
shared  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Civil  Defense  Director,  joined  confer- 
ence/work desks  for  Police,  Fire,  DPW , Health,  School,  Forestry, 
Welfare,  Red  Cross,  and  Military  Liason  officials.  The  Dias  main- 
tains intercommunication  between  the  Communications  Center,  Press 
Room,  and  Reception  area. 

Seperate  representation  is  available  in  the  Operations  Room  and 
also  in  a seperate  office  area  for  the  Building  Inspector  and  his 
Damage  Assessment  Team. 
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j;  The  Reception  area  includes  a conference  type  desk  to  provide 

I a location  tor  emergency  meetings  of  the  City  Council  in  time 
of  disaster.

On  a day  to  day  basis,  the  Emergency  Operations  Center  is 
maintained  and  utilized  by  the  Communications  Division  and  the 
Departmental  Training  Officer. 

ON  SITE  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM 


Late  in  1973,  State  Civil  Defense  officials  conferred  with 
Mayor  Macomber  about  an  On  Site  Assistance  Program  for  the 
City  of  Attleboro. 

During  1974,  the  program  was  accepted  at  the  state  and  local 
levels,  and  Attleboro  became  one  of  a few  selected  communities 
to  receive  this  assistance. 


On  Site  Assistance  in  essentially  a three-fold  project  in- 
volving utilization  of  state  and  federal  Civil  Defense  officials 
with  local  department  heads,  industrial  leaders,  and  service 
group  leaders.  Its  goal  is  to  directly  improve  the  standards 
of  Civil  Preparedness  in  the  community. 

The  program  first  involved  interviews  with  local  department 
heads,  service  representatives,  and  industrial  leaders,  and  a 
recommedation  report  was  made  to  the  Mayor  as  the  result  of 
these  interviews.  Subject  matter  was  disaster  planning,  re- 
sponsibi lites , resources,  and  suggested  improvements.  This 
initial  report  was  received  favorably  by  Mayor  Macomber. 


The  second  phase  of  the  program  will  begin  in  January  of  1975 
and  consist  of  a Plans  and  Operations  Course,  Instructors  are 
provided  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  involve  depart- 
ment heads  and  other  responsible  persons  in  the  upgrading  and 
updating  of  the  city  Disaster  Plan.  They  explain  functions,  re- 
sources, responsibilities,  and  each  department  head  becomes 
responsible  for  writing  an  Annex  to  the  plan  for  his  department. 

The  last  part  of  the  program  will  consist  of  an  Emergency 
Operations  Simulation.  This  will  also  be  conducted  during  1975. 
This  is  a paperwork  exercise  where  the  mobilization  of  the  EOC 
Staff,  Department  Heads,  etc.  is  tested,  then  a mock  disaster 
exercise  is  conducted  at  the  EOC  using  the  new  Disaster  Plan 
to  test  its  workability. 

The  program  also  places  the  City  of  Attleboro  on  a priority 
list  for  the  acquisition  of  needed  surplus  and  excess  properties 
that  would  fill  the  gaps  in  the  resource  requirements  of  the 
city  in  time  of  emergency. 

Lastly,  as  a direct  result  of  the  program,  we  hope  to  initiate 
action  for  the  updating  of  the  present  Civil  Defense  Ordinance 
in  the  city .

DEPARTMENTAL  AGREEMENTS 


MUTUAL  AID  PACT  WITH  TRI-BORO  REACT 

During  the  fall  of  1974,  a formal  Mutual  Aid  Pact  was  entered 
into  between  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and  the  Tri~boro  React 
(Radio  Emergency  Associated  Citizens  Teams)  of  108  Birchwood 
Drive,  Attleboro  Falls,  MA , 

For  many  years  this  group  of  local,  non-profit  volunteers  have 
come  to  our  assistance  during  a variety  of  situations  and  under 
varied  conditions  of  use.  They  provide  additional  manpower, 
communications  talent,  and  radio  equipment  to  assist  our  Communi- 
cations Division. 

This  pact  covers  an  agreement  for  informational  exchange,  train- 
ing exchange,  day  to  day  relations  and  mutual  activities,  mobiliza- 
tion, automatic  response,  use  of  equipment,  coverage  for  injuries 
while  in  the  conduct  of  operations,  etc. 

HOT  LINE  TELEPHONE  AND  LOCAL  AGREEMENT 

After  several  years  of  problems  relating  to  areas  of  coverage 
times  of  coverage,  and  duplication  of  ambulance  runs  between  the 
Sturdy  Memorial  Rescue  vehicle  and  the  Civil  Defense  Rescue 
Division,  a meeting  was  called  by  the  Mayor.  This  meeting  in- 
volved the  Civil  Defense  Director,  Police,  Fire  Departments, 
and  the  Mayor . 

Times  and  areas  of  responsibility  for  rescue  and  ambulance  coverage 
and  duplication  of  response,  as  well  as  back-up  potential  were  the 
major  topics  of  discussion.  Agreement  was  reached  to  the  mutual 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned  in  every  area  of  discussion. 

Also,  it  was  determined  that  there  was  an  immediate  need  for 
improved  communicatons  between  the  police  dispatch,  fire  dis- 
patch, and  C.D.  Rescue  Headquarters  in  South  Attleboro.  A seperate, 
and  constantly  hot,  telephone  line  was  installed  joining  all  three 
departments  on  a closed  network. 

Both  this  Agreement  and  the  Hot  Line  Telephone  System  have  worked 
out  quite  well.  This  has  resulted  in  better  ambulance  service 
throughout  the  community,  quicker  response  to  a scene,  a back-up 
potential  during  certain  times  of  day,  and  in  the  prevention  of  dupli- 
cation of  runs.  It  has  also  resulted  in  substantial  improvement 
in  the  working  relations  between  departments. 
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TESTS  AND  EXERCISES 

SIMULATED  SEARCH 

During  the  spring  of  the  year,  the  Department  conducted  a 
simulated  search  for  two  lost  boys  in  the  wooded  area  near  the 
South  Attleboro  Pumping  Station.  This  search  filTe-d  the  course 
requirement  for  the  Emergency  Preparedness  Course,  and  involved 
successful  practice,  response,  and  mobilization  of  rescue, 
communications , and  Boy  Scout  search  forces . 

BEAUFORT  *’74" 

In  October  of  the  year,  the  city  engaged,  along  with  other  area 
cities  and  towns,  in  Civil  Defense  Exercise  ’’Beaufort  ”74”. 

This  exercise  lended  itself  to  testing  a communications  proce- 
dures and  capabilities,  an  activation  of  city  Department  Heads, 
testing  of  coordination  and  cooperation  as  well  as  material  capa- 
bilities in  coping  with  a simulated  hurricane  situation  and  its 
related  areas  of  damage. 

All  city  department  heads  or  their  representatives  participated 
and  the  exercise  was  gauged  a success  in  that  everyone  found  their 
strong-points,  weaknesses,  cooperated  in  assisting  each  other  and 
coordinated  their  resources  in  an  effort  to  solve  particular  local 
problems  and  overall  attempted  to  mitigate  the  effected  of  the 
simulate  emergency. 

This  also  proved  an  ideal  time  for  discussion  of  general  civil 
defense  responsibilities,  mobilization  changes  and  information, 
informational  procedures,  etc.  to  be  utilized  in  time  of  a disaster 
or  emergency  in  the  city . 

SURPLUS  AND  EXCESS  PROPERTY  PROGRAMS 


It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense  to 
administer  the  local  participation  in  the  Surplus  and  Excess 
Property  Programs.  His  responsibi Ities  includes  Project  Appica- 
tion,  maintenance  of  local  agreements,  supervision  of  participa- 
tion, acquisition  assistance,  and  budgetary  request  assistance. 

Several  city  departments  have  actively  participated  in  these 
money  saving  programs  throughout  the  period  of  coverage,  they 
have  included  Civil  Defense,  Police,  Fire,  Public  Works,  City 
Dog  Officer,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms,  the  Office  of  the 
Mayor,  Health  Department,  City  Auditor,,  and  the  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Commission.  The  local  School  Department  operates  under 
a seperate  agreement  exclusive  of  other  departments  within  the 
city  and  not  under  the  control  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense. 
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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  continued; 

SURPLUS  AND  EXCESS  PROPERTY  PROGRAM  continued: 

Both  programs  offer  local  government  the  opportunity  to  obtain 
real  property  under  a loan  agreement  for  no  cost  (Excess  Property) , 
or  to  obtain  property  at  a small  fraction  of  its  purchase  value 
(Surplus  Property) . A sample  of  Excess  Property  Acquisition 
might  be  a military  fire  pumper  which  is  placed  on  loan  to  the 
city  for  five  years  and  then  becomes  our  permanent  property  at  no 
cost.  A sample  of  Surplus  Property  would  be  obtaining  an  office 
desk  valued  at  $105.00  for  $7.50,  which  immediately  becomes  the 
permanent  property  of  the  city. 

During  this  year,  two  items  were  acquired  thru  Excess 
Property  which  were  a Tanker  Truck  (DPW)  and  a Semi-Trailer 
(DPW) , total  cost  would  have  been  over  $10,000.00  on  these 
two  items  if  purchased. 

Surplus  Property  purchases  have  included  a truck  for  the  City 
Dog  Officer,  medical  supplies,  a tractor  truck  for  DPW  which  cost 
the  city  $ 2,800,00  and  itself  was  valued  over  $ 15,000.00  actual 
cost,  photo  supplies,  office  furniture  and  equipment,  paint,  hand 
tools,  electrical  and  a water  pump  (DPW)  costing  $ 200.00  and  it- 
self valued  over  $ 7,000.00  actual  cost. 

This  program  has  cost  the  city  approximately  $ 4,000.00  this 
year,  and  for  this  investment  we  have  obrained  usable  property 
valued  at  over  $ 36,000.00. 

Between  both  programs  the  city  has  acquired  over  $ 46„000.00 
worth  of  equipment  and  supplies  during  1974  at  less  than  9%  of 
that  value. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 
1974 


To  the  Honorable  Raymond  L.  Macomber , Mayor 
and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 

Gent lemen : 

The  Attleboro  Council  on  Aging  finished  3 years,  3 months  of 
service  to  the  city  on  December  31,  1974.  This  year,  1974, 
was  indeed  a banner  year  for  the  Seniors  of  Attleboro.  The 
Information  and  Referral  aspect  of  the  Council  was  greatly  ex- 
panded. Seniors  may  now  come  to  the  Center  and  receive  help 
directly  in  most  areas  of  concern.  The  Mini  Bus  Program  has 
expanded  to  the  point  where  the  12  passenger  capacity  van  is 
now  working  at  capacity.  We  are  serving  Seniors  65  years  old  and 
over.  (If  we  were  to  drop  the  age  limit  to  59  as  other  communi- 
ties do,  the  one  van  would  be  most  inadequate.)  The  cost  of  this 
program  is  the  most  economical,  not  only  in  the  state  but  in 
the  county  because  of  the  use  of  volunteer  drivers.  These 
men  donated  over  1500  hours  during  the  year. 

The  recreational  and  instructional  programs  for  Seniors  has 
also  expanded  this  year.  Volunteers  again  playing  a big  part 
in  keeping  these  costs  at  a minimum.  Volunteer  teachers  in 
Decoupage , Rug  Hooking,  Lip  Reading,  and  other  crafts  have 
kept  over  150  Seniors  busy  and  happy, 

1200  Seniors  have  participated  in  trips  this  year.  These 
trips  have  been  to  21  different  places  which  have  ranged  from 
a Red  Sox  Baseball  Game  at  Fenway  to  an  Arthur  Fiedler  perform- 
ance of  the  Boston  Pops,  a Dinner  Theater,  Foliage  Trips  to 
New  York  as  well  as  the  ever  popular  Penn  Dutch  Country.  All 
these  events  were  at  the  expense  of  the  individuals  attending. 

This  year  saw  the  start  in  the  Outreach  area,  as  volunteers 
began  a Telephone  Reassurance  Program  whereby,  shut-ins  receive 
a call  each  day  to  make  sure  everything  is  okay. 

The  biggest  ’’happening”  in  1974  was  the  opening  of  our  new 
Drop-In-Center  at  25  South  Main  Street.  In  the  summer  of  "74” 
the  City  Council  appropriated  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for  the 
conversion  of  the  old  South  Main  Street  Fire  Station  into  a 
beautiful  Drop-In-Center.  Again,  many  Senior  volunteer  hours 
were  spent  in  readying  the  place  for  our  official  opening  in 
December . 
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FUTURE 

At  the  opening  of  the  new  Center  a representative  of  the  State 
Department  of  Elder  Affairs  stated  that  Attleboro  was  one  of 
the  top  five  Councils  on  Aging  in  the  state. 

In  1975  we  plan  to  expand  our  already  good  program  into  an  even 
better  one.  If  the  month  of  December  was  any  indication,  we 
will  be  doubling  or  tripling  our  service  to  the  Seniors  of  Attle- 
boro . 

Plans  are  already  in  the  works  to  hire  an  Executive  Director  in 
order  that  this  might  be  done.  We  have  planned  an  extension  of 
the  Mini  Bus  Program  as  well  as  the  other  areas  previously  dis- 
cussed in  this  report.  New  areas  of  service  planned  are:  Health 

Programs,  Educational  Seminars,  expansion  of  our  Outreach  Program, 
and  a Nutrition  Project. 

Attleboro  can  indeed  be  proud  of  its  work  and  success  in  the  field 
of  Aging.

1974

The  Health  Department  herewith  presents  for  your  examina- 
tion and  approiral  its  60th  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1974 o 


Generally  favorable  health  corditioniS  prevailed  in  our 
commtimty  during  the  past  year,  and  our  population  on  the  whole 
enjoyed  a good  state  of  health. 

The  number  of  live  Attleboro  births  during  1974  was  369 
(185  males  and  184  females),  an  increase  of  22  over  the  preceding 
year®  Of  the  total,  337  were  bom  at  Sturdy  Hospital  and  22  were 
born  in  hospitals  outside  of  the  city.  Twenty-seven  prematuT'e 
babies  were  bom  to  Attleboro  parents.  In  compliance  with  State 
law  certain  of  these  infants  prematurely  bora  were  referred  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  determine  eligibility  under  Medicaid 
for  payment  of  hospitalization.  Should  a rare  problem  arise  whereby 
Medicaid  standards  are  not  met,  further  consideration  is  given  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  upon  approval,  the  Health 
Department  makes  payment,  one-half  of  which  is  reimbursable  by  the 
State,  There  was  one  such  case  during  the  past  year  whereby  this 
action  was  necessary. 

General  mortality  decreased  ir  1974  with  262  deathwS  record- 
ed as  compared  with  302  for  the  year  1973 o The  total  included  six 
stillbirths  and  51  resid(p"^ts  who  died  outside  of  the  City,  Of  the 
total,  113  were  males  and  149  females.  Eighty-five  percent  of 
all  the  deaths  occurred  among  the  over- sixty  age  group.  Over 
sixty- four  percent  were  persons  70  years  of  age  and  older,  and 
thirty-eight  percent  lived  beyond  the  age  of  80,  These  percentages 
reflect  the  nation-wide,  long-term  gains  in  longevity  brought  about 
by  advances  in  medicine  and  public  health,  and  the  rise  in  living' 
standards.  Major  causes  of  the  deaths  wer<f^  »^amelvs  diseases  of  the 
heart,  cancer,  pneumonia,  cerebral  and  pulmoiic,^y  diseases, These^ 
five  leading  causes  tataled  192  deaths  or  ovei*  percent  of  all 
deaths  in  our  city.  Seven  accidental  deaths  occurred  in  1974,  a 
decrease  of  three  from  the  total  recorded  in  1973,  Five  of  these 
were  auto  accidents.  There  was  one  drowning  and  one  electrocution, 

A total  of  365  communicable  diseases  were  recorded  as  coro- 
nared  with  506  th^  nrevlous  vear.  One  hundred  f«r>irtv~foar  dog  bites 
provided  most  of  the  total.  One  hundred  forty  cases  of  Chicken  Pox 
ard  22  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  provided  the  next  highest  totals, 

Mumps  (21),  German  Measles  (15)  and  Infectious  Hepatitis  (10)  were ^ 
the  next  highest  numbers  reported,  'There  was  one  case  of  Meningitis 
reported  and  5 cases  of  Salmonella,  There  five  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  reported  and  no  cases  of  Polio,  Whooping  Cough  or 
Measles, 
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Report  of  tiie  Heal-th  Department  continued  - 

In  addition  to  routine  inspections  covering  eating  and 
drinking  establishments,  food  stores,  bakeries,  markets  and  ice 
cream  manufacturing  plants,  convalescent  and  nursing  homes,  over- 
night  ca,b.ins  and  trailers  and  swimming  pools,  the  Health  Agent 
collected  milk  and  water  samples  for  laboratory  examination* 

Complaints  regarding  housing,  Insect  and  rodent  control, 
litter  and  nuisances  in  general  were  investigated,  and  where  public 
health  nuisances  were  found  to  exist,  they  were  promptly  abated* 

Air,  water  and  noise  pollution  problems  were  checked  out 
and  compliance  with  the  law  was  ordered  in  all  cases* 

Our  Health  Nurse  has  been  very  busy  in  a variety  of  health 
pre-grams*  Besides  the  immunization  clinics,  there  is  the  .necessary 
follow«up  on  tuberculosis,  hearing  and  vision  testing  in  the  three 
parochial  schools*  Home  appraisal  visits  were  made  on  certain  pre- 
mature  infants  ^and  other  home  visits  were  made  in  relation  to  com» 
muni  cable  diseases,  crippled  children  and  child  health* 

The  NuT'se  inspected  and  licensed  six  kindergartens, 
screened  tmm,uniza,ti©n  records  for  these  kindergarte.ns,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  first  grade  new  to  the  System  at  St*  John's  school* 

Biological  and  diagnostic  supplies  are  stored  at  the 
Sturdy  Hospital  for  the  use  of  staff  doctors®  faccines  and  culture 
sets  are  supplied  f.ree  of  charge  by  the  State  Laboratories  and  our 
health  nurse  keeps  a close  check  on  supply  and  demand* 

Our  Dental  Clinic,  in  addition  to  routine  service  o.f  the 
annual  sur^/ey  and  classification  of  teeth  of  3271  public  and  paro» 
chial  school  children  o.f  the  first  five  grades,  looked  after  the 
dental  health  of  the  children  of  these  grades  whose  parents  were 
unable  to  provide  private  dental  care  for  them*  Of  a total  of  875 
referrals  of  children  requiring  early  dental  care,  were  accepted 
for  treatment  at  the  clinic  for  1974-1975  school  year* 

Inere  were  144  dog  bites  reported  requiring  at  least  two

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REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  TREASURER 
1974 


To:  Mayor  Raymond  L„  Macomber 

Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 

I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  financial  activities 
of  the  City  Treasurer  and  staff  for  the  year  1974. 

The  total  income  for  the  Revenue  ancT  Non-Revenue  Accounts  were 
$51,717,893.95.  A complete  list  of  income  is  enclosed.  It 
should  be  noted  that  this  amount  does  not  represent  all  new 
funds . 

Some  figures  that  may  be  worth  noting  are  as  follows: 

Gifts  and  Grants  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachus-etts  has 
about  doubled  from  1973  . This  was  due  to  an  increase  in 
several  categories  plus  new  funds. 

Health  Department  up  about  75%  with  the  largest  increase 
in  Dump  Fees,  which  were  not  collected  in  1973. 

Interest  Earned  was  up  about  192%  with  the  largest  increases 
in  investments  of  non-revenue  money.  Interest  rates  were 
very  good  last  year  ranging  from  a low  of  8.125%  to  a high 
of  12%.  Total  interest  earned  on  non-revenue  money  amounted 
to  $541,132.59  compared  to  $138,568.65  in  1973.  We  also 
earned  some  $36,500.00  on  revenue  money  which  we  did  not  earn 
in  1973.  An  additional  $18,500.00  was  earned  from  funds  not 
previously  invested. 

This  office  processed  some  55,000  payroll  checks  for  some  1,300 
employees.  13,000  checks  were  issued  from  revenue,  non-revenue, 
and  revenue  sharing  accounts  which  are  processed  manually.  We 
administered  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  and  Life  Insurance  for  some 
845  regular  employees  and  about  220  pensioners.  At  present  we 
handle  Tax  Sheltered  Annuity  on  the  teachers  payroll  for  some 
68  employees  with  13  different  companies. 

We  have  developed  a new  payroll  system  which  not  only  gives  the 
employee  a more  complete  explanation  of  his  or  her  pay  check 
but  also  gives  us  more  information, 

I have  made  a preliminary  study  for  a computer  system  of  our  own 
and  believe  we  could  save  money  and  do  a more  complete  job  than 
we  get  from  our  service  bureau. 

If  there  are  any  questions  on  this  report  I will  be  happy  to 
answer  them.

INVESTMENTS  AND  INVESTMENT  EARNINGS 


No  new  investments  were  acquired  during  the  year.  Net  depreciation  of 
securities  per  figures  certified  by  the  Division  of  Insurance  was 
$115,138.90.  Bank  deposits  include  $800,000,00  certificates  of  de- 
posit per  advice  of  the  Investment  Councellor  to  maintain  flexibility 
during  the  current  unstable  bond  market  period.  Interest  earned  re- 
sulted in  a surplus  of  $45,217.50  over  interest  required  to  maintain 
the  funds  of  the  system.  This  amount  was  credited  to  the  Pension 
Fund  thus  reducing  the  appropriation  required  from  the  City.

II.  Notes  to  Balance  Sheets  December  31,  1974 
Basis  of  Presentation 

The  accompanying  balance  sheets  of  the  General  Accounts  have 
been  prepared  generally  in  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  and 
Regulations  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  ordin- 
ances of  the  City  of  Attleboro.  The  balance  sheet  has  been  pre- 
pared on  a modified  accrual  basis,  reflecting  Assets  and  Liabili- 
ties, etc.  not  separately  recorded  in  other  fund  groups. 

In  accordance  with  the  changes  in  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  the  City's  fiscal  year  will  end 
on  June  30  rather  than  on  December  31.  Accordingly,  the  balance 
sheet  at  December  31,  1974  contains  estimated  revenues  and  bud- 
geted appropriations  for  the  twelve  month  period  ending 
June  30,  1975. 

All  balances  are  subject  to  final  review  and  verification  by 
the  State  Auditors  from  the  Bureau  of  Accounts, 

Accounts  Receivable,  Revenue,  etc. 


Certain  accounts  receivable  (motor  vehicle  excise  taxes, 
special  assessments,  departmental,  water,  and  aid  to  highways) 
and  tax  titles  and  possessions  are  recorded  as  assets  in  the 
balance  sheet  - fully  offset  by  a reserve.  Revenues  are  recorded 
in  the  period  of  receipt,  and  expenditures  and  encumbrances  are 
recorded  on  the  basis  of  cash  disbursements  and  commitments, 
respectfully . 

Fixed  Assets 


Fixed  assets  are  not  recorded  when  acquired.  To  the  extent 
that  general  (revenue  accounts)  funds  are  used  to  acquire  fixed 
assets  and/or  make  the  debt  service  payments  on  borrowing  in 
connection  therewith,  they  are  accounted  for  as  expenditures  in 
the  year  payment  is  made. 

Budgeted  Revenues  and  Appropriations 

At  the  time  the  annual  budget  is  voted  by  the  City  Council  it 
is  the  City's  practice  to  record  as  revenue  and  as  appropriations 
the  total  amount  of  the  budget  expenditures.  As  revenues  are 
received  and  expenditures  made,  the  amounts  are  charged  against 
the  related  estimates.  Accordingly,  at  December  31,  1974  the 

balance  of  the  revenues  and  appropriation  accounts  represent  es- 
timates for  the  twelve-month  period  ending  June  30,  1975  less 
taxes  levied  and  payments  made,  as  appropriated,  for  the  period 
from  July  1,  1974  to  June  30,  1975.

Trust  Funds 


The  balance  sheet  of  the  Trust  Funds  has  been  prepared  on  the  cash 
basis.  Trust  Funds  are  under  the  control  of  the  City's  Trust  Fund 
Cominissionei's  and  may  be  used  only  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purpose 
specified  by  the  donors.  A report  of  trustees  assets  and  fund  balances 
is  generally  prepared  on  May  31  and  December  31  of  each  year  and  filed 
with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Retirement  Fund 


The  balance  sheet  of  the  Retirement  Fund  has  been  prepared  on  the 
cash  basis  of  accounting.  The  Retirement  Fund  is  administered  by  the 
Retirement  Board  of  the  City  and  a report  of  the  activities  of  the 
Fund  is  made  to  the  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of  Insurance  on 
December  31. 
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
